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1,  LIVERPOOL  ACCEPTS  RECOMMENDATION  ON  COTTON  STANDARDS, 

The  Liverpool  Cotton  Association  unanimously  adopted  the  recommenda- 
tion of  their  Board  of  Directors,  accepting  the  proposals  submitted  to  their 
delegates  by  this  department,  according  to  a  cable  received  yesterday. 

This  proposal  states:  "In  case  the  European  cotton  associations  adopt 
the  official  cotton  standards  of  the  United  States  for  grade  and  color  as 
universal  standards,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  will  take  such  action  as 
may  "be  necessary  under  Section  k  of  the  United  States  cotton  standards  act, 
to  vest  in  the  present  and  next  succeeding  (annually  elected)  members  of 
the  Boards  of  Appeal  of  the  Liverpool  Cotton  Association,  the  Association  du 
Commerce  des  Cotons  of  Havre,  and  the  Bremen  Cotton  Exchange,  the  authority 
to  finally  determine  the  true  classification  as  to  grade  and  color,  in  ac- 
cordance Y7ith  said  standards,  of  cotton  of  American  growth  exported  from  the 
United  States, " 

As  agreed  "by  American  exporters  and  this  department  in  conference 
May  29 1  the  department  sees  no  objection,  during  the  coming  crop  season  for 
American  exporters  to  define  the  United  States  cotton  standards  in  terms  of 
their  equivalents  in  Liverpool  and  other  recognized  foreign  standards  and  to 
guarantee  that  shipments  on  the  United  States  standards  shall  equal  the 
specified  foreign  equivalent. 

The  Liverpool  Cotton  Exchange  has  given  notice  that  they  desire  cer- 
tain changes  in  the  universal  standards.    Since  the  law  requires  that  changei 
proposed  "be  agreed  upon  a  year  in  advance  of.  the  time  they  go  into  effect, 
C.  R.  Taylor  and  J.  C.  Pinlay,  of  the  Liverpool  exchange,  will  sail  tomorrow 
for  the  United  States  to  confer  with  representatives  of  the  trade  and  this 
department  about  the  proposed  changes. 

2.  ECONOMISTS  TO  AGAIN  CONSIDER  CORN,  HOG  AND  WHEAT  OUTLOOK. 


The  agric  cultural  outlook  with  reference  to  the  corn-hog  and  wheat 
situations  is  to  be  forecasted  by  the  group  of  economists  who  have  been  in- 
vited to  the  department  by  the  Secretary.    The  conference  will  be  held  here, 
July  11  and  12. 

The  conferees  will  have  available  the  results  of  the  Nation-wide  pig 
count,  made  public  today,  and  will  also  have  the  report  on  corn  acreage  and 
production,  and  the  crop  report  on  wheat,  to  be  released  July  9. 

It  is  expected  the  report  will  include  a  statement  on  probable  demand 
at  home  and  abroad  during  the  next  six  or  nine  months. 

3.    PIG  COUNT  RELEASED  TO  DAY » 

Number  of  pigs  produced  this  spring  as  compared  with  last  spring,  and 
the  intentions  of  farmers  regarding  breeding  of  pigs  next  fall  as  compared 
with  production  last  fall  are  given  in  the  report  made  public  today  at  2  p.m. 
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MANY.  ORDERS  FOR  COTTON  STANDABDS  RECEIVED. 

Since  the  "beginning  of  the  calendar  year,  the  Cotton  Division  has 
sold  318  full  and  501  fractional  sets  of  the  official  cotton  standards  of 
the  United  States,  collecting  therefor  $25,097.20.    The  increased  sale  is 
attributed  to- the  revision  of  the  old  standards  and  the  enactment  of  the 
United  States  Cotton  Standards  Act,  which  after  August  1,  1923 ,  make  illegal 
the  use  of  any  other  standard  in  interstate  and  foreign  commerce. 

With  the  adoption  of  the  standards  for  grade  and  color  "by  the  ex- 
changes at  Liverpool,  Manchester,  Havre  and  Bremen,  it  is  expected  that  dur- 
ing the  remaining  six  months,  sales  will  amount  to  more  than  twice  this 
figure. 

5.  MR.  BARRETT  RETURNS  FROM  ABROAD* 

Joe  C.  Barrett  arrived  in  New  York  City  last  Tuesday  aboard  the 
U.  S.  S.  America.    He  returned  to  Washington  Thursday  after  an  absence  of 
about  a  year,  spent  for  the  most  part  at  Rome,  where  he  served  as  contact 
representative  between  this  bureau  and  the  International  Institute  of  Agri- 
culture*   Mr.  Barrett  made  a  survey  of  statistical  methods  of  various  foreign 
countries  in  reporting  crop  data,  taking  into  account  the  time  the  data  be- 
comes available  with  a  view  to  facilitating  the  prompt  acquisition  by  this 
bureau  of  information  relating  to  areas  of  production  and  condition  of  crops. 
These  data  will  be  of  use  in  developing  the  foreign  work  of  the  bureau* 

Mr.  Barrett,  who  is  a  member  of  the  Division  of  Statistical  and 
Historical  Research,  is  now  located  in  room  303 ,Bieber  Building. 

6.  ITALIAN  DELEGATE  HERE  TO  ASSIST  IN  IMPROVING-  FOREIGN  CROP  NEWS. 

Dr.  Cesare  Longobardi,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Statistics,  Internation- 
al Institute  of  Agriculture,  has  been  detailed  by  the  Institute  to  assist 
this  bureau  in  the  further  development  of  its  foreign  statistical  work  to 
make  available  to  American  farmers  more  complete  information  on  current  world 
agricultural  conditions. 

Dr.  Longobardi  came  to  Washington  with  J.  C.  Barrett  upon  his  return 
from  Rome.    It  is  expected  that  he  will  spend  the  next  twelve  months  here 
cooperating  with  us.    For  the  present,  he  has  his  desk  in  room  303*  Bieber 
Building. 

7*    FARM  ORGANIZATION  SURVEYS  PROGRESSING, 

The  Farm  Organization  and  Settlers1  Progress  Survey  party,  which  has 
been  taking  records  in  Montana  during  the  past  few  weeks,  in  cooperation 
with  the  Montana  Agricultural  College,  has  divided  and  during  the  present 
month  will  continue  its  work  in  Colorado  and  North  Dakota,  in  cooperation 
with  the  State  colleges.    E.  0.  Wooton,  Division  of  Land  Economics,  is  in 
charge  of  the  party  working  in  Colorado,  and  L.  A.  Reynoldson,  Division  of 
Farm  Management,  has  charge  of  the  North  Dakota  party.    Upon  completion  of 
the  work  in  these  States,  surveys  will  be  taken  up  in  Kansas  and  South 
Dakota.    Mr.  Wooton  reports  a  favorable  season  for  agriculture  in  the  Great 
plains  Region  except  for  unusually  heavy  rain. 
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S.    FEED,  GRAIN  AND  HAY  MARKET  REVIEWS  PROVE  POPULAR . 

Necessary  arrangements  for  issuing  a  feed  report  two  or  three  times 
a  week  by  the  Pennsylvania  State  Bureau  of  Markets  have  been  made,  according 
to  G.  C«  Wheeler,  who  returned  from  Philadelphia  last  week.    The  Hayt  Feed 
and  Seed  Division  Trill  furnish  reviews  covering  the  conditions  of  the  feed, 
grain  and  hay  markets,  upon  which  information  the  State's  reports  mil  "be 
"based,    Pennsylvania  proposes  to  commence  this  service  as  soon  as  possible 
after  July  19 

Similar  reviews  are  now  furnished  the  State  marketing  bureaus  in  New 
Jersey,  New  Hampshire,  Vermont,  Massachusetts,  Connecticut,  New  York  and 
Ohio.

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Nineteen  representative  members  of  the  American  cotton  industry  have 
"been  invited  by  Dr.  Taylor  to  come  to  Washington,  July  17*  to  meet  with  the 
delegation  the  Liverpool  Cotton  Exchange  is  sending  to  consider  changes  in 
the  United  States  official  cotton  standards,    The  British  delegates  are  in 
favor  of  eliminating  from  the  middling  and  strict  middling  boxes  of  the 
standards  the  high  colored  bales  characteristic  of  Texas  and  North  Georgia 
cotton*    In  the  telegrams  sent  out  last  Friday  by  the  Chief,  he  states  that 
this  is  an  important  matter  and  urges  those  invited  to  attend  as  the  depart- 
ment wishes  a  full  representation  of  the  American  cotton  industry* 

2«    FIELD  WORK  ON  CONSUMER-DEMAND  STUDY  UNDERTAKEN  AT  PITTSBURGH* 

Field  work  in  the  collection  of  consumer-dealer-wholesaler  informa- 
tion on  factors  influencing  the  demand  for  raisins  has  been  undertaken  at 
Pittsburgh,  Pa,,  in  cooperation  with  the  raisin  growers1  cooperative  asso- 
ciation,   Kenneth  H*  Berst,  Assistant  Marketing  Specialist,  and  Gerald  W, 
Tasker,  Dudley  F*  Kimball,  and  William  W*.  Heusner,  temporary  Field  Assist- 
ants, left  for  Pittsburgh  Sunday  night* 

The  study  will  consist  of  gathering  information  on  various  factors 
which  influence  the  consumption  of  raisins,  including  advertising*  wholesale 
and  retail  methods  of  distribution,  and  practices  followed  by  consumers  in 
home  cooking  and  baking.    Consumer  surveys  of  this  character  have  been  made 
in  Boston  and  Washington  and  will  be  made  in  a  number  of  large  cities  during 
this  summer. 


3*    WOOL  SCOURING  LABORATORY  TO  BE  ESTABLISHED, 

To  ascertain  shrinkage  of  wool,  a  laboratory  will  be  equipped  by  the 
Division  of  Live  Stock,  Meats  and  Wool,  to  make  tests  of  samples  represent- 
ing lots  of  wool.    This  service  will  be  performed  free  for  wool  producers 
and  others  connected  with  the  industry*    By  performing  this  service,  the 
bureau  will  obtain  valuable  data  on  the  shrinkage  of  various  grades  of  wool 
produced  under  different  climatic  and  soil  conditions*    This  research  work 
is  said  to  be  the  first  attempt  to  determine  shrinkage  of  wool  by  grades  and 
districts  throughout  the  United  States. 

L*  C.  Benedict,  of  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry,  has  been  transferred  to 
the  Wool  Section  to  assist  in  this  work.    Until  our  laboratory  is  equipped, 
the  work  will  be  done  in  the  laboratory  of  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry* 
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k,    ANOTHER  WOOL  CASE  COMES  TO  TRIAL. 

Practically  every  question  involved  in  the  excess  wool  profits 
cases  came  up  for  argument  at  the  trial  of  the  United  States  vs.    S.  E. 
Avery,  in  the  Federal  District  Court  at  Albany,  June  2^29*    In  this  par- 
ticular case,  the  department  is  trying  to  collect  $5»517»75  excess  profits, 
and  according  to  W«  L«  Evans,  who  represented  this  "bureau,  the  trial  finally 
resolved  itself  into  questions  of  law  rather  than  of  fact.    It  is  expected 
that  Judge  Cooper  will  render  his  decision  in  the  near  future.  J.S.Bohannon, 
of  the  Office,  of  the  Solicitor,  and  U.  S.  Attorney  Burden  represented  the 
Government  in  the  prosecution.    A.  D.  Miller,  formerly  with  this  bureautand 
H»  V.  DeMott,  of  the  Domestic  Wool  Section,  were  the  principal  witnesses, 

5.  DAIRY  FORECASTS  TO  BE  ISSUED  MONTHLY* 

A  special  reporting  service  in  the  leading  dairy  States  is  being 
inaugurated  "by  this  "bureau.    A  tentative  plan  of  reporting  has  "been  drawn 
up  and  is  to  "be  tried  out  in  an  experimental  way  in  the  New  England  States, 
New  York  and  Wisconsin.    The  object  of  the  service  will  be  to  forecast  as 
far  in  advance  as  possible  the  number  of  dairy  cows  on  farms,  also  the 
production  of  milk. 

It  is  planned  to  send  out  a  monthly  inquiry  which  will  include 
questions  as  to  the  number  of  dairy  cows  and  heifers  on  the  farm  at  the 
end  of  each  month,  as  well  as  the  number  of  heifers  and  calves.    Data  on  the 
number  of  dairy  cows  and  heifers  bred  each  month,  the  number  of  heifers 
freshening  with  their  first  calves  and  the  number  of  other  cows  freshening 
each  month  will  be  obtained.    An  effort  will  be  made  to  obtain  information 
as  to  the  sales  of  dairy  cows  and  heifers  for  slaughter  as  well  as  the  num- 
ber of  deaths  monthly.    The  schedules  will  also  ask  for  the  production  of 
milk  and  the  number  of  cows  milked. 

The  monthly  live  stock  schedule  which  now  goes  to  about  30»000 
farmers  of  all  classes  will  be  changed  so  as  to  separate  cattle  of  the  dairy 
type  from  cattle  of  the  beef  type  and  from  this  it  is  believed  that  addi- 
tional information  can  be  secured  concerning  the  dairy  industry.    During  the 
coming  year  the  list  of  farmers  receiving  this  schedule  will  be  built  up 

to  50,000. 

Information  will  also  be  secured  concerning  feed  and  pasture  condi- 
tions for  inclusion  in  the  reports  on  the  dairy  industry. 

6.  GRAIN  REGULATIONS  AMENDED. 

Amendment  to  the  regulations  under  the  grain  standards  Act,  effective 
July  1,  requires  shippers  of  uninspected  grain  by  grade  between  points  at 
which  no  inspector  is  located  to  transmit  to  the  purchaser  or  consignee  an 
invoice  bearing  a  statement  to  the  following  effect: 

This  grain  not  inspected  by  licensed  inspector;  grade 

subject  to  dispute  under  United  States  grain  standards  Act. 

In  addition,  snippers  are  required  by  the  terms  of  the  regulation 
to  report  the  details  of  such  shipments  if  requested  by  this  bureau. 
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7^    BOSTON  TRADE  WILL  FURNISH  DATA  FOR  WOOL  SERVICE, 

Most  of  the  members  of.  the  Boston  wool  trade  will  cooperate  with  the 
"bureau  in  furnishing  data  for  the  wool  market  reporting  service,  according 
to  G,  T.  Willingmyre,  who  returned  from  Boston  last  week*    Mr.  Willingmyre 
conferred  with  members  of  the  trade,  the  Boston  Wool  Association  and  with 
manufacturers  of  woolen  goods* 

g.     TELEGRAMS  SENT  FROM  WASHINGTON  SHOULD  SHOW  PROJECT  NUMBER* 

Delay  and  inconvenience  are  frequently  caused  in  our  Division  of 
Accounts  when  telegrams  sent  from  Washington  do  not  show  the  project  number 
against  which  they  should  "be  charged*    Attention  to  this  detail  by  those 
who  send  telegrams  from  Washington  will  "be  appreciated  "by  the  accounting 
office. 

9.  G,  F«  CADISCH  REPORTS  ON  TRIP. 

Owing  to  a  labor  shortage  in  the  onion  growing  districts  of  the 
Connecticut  Valley,  some  landowners  have  adopted  more  attractive  methods 
to  hold  their  farm  laborers,  according  to  G*  E.  Cadisch,  Division  of  Agri- 
cultural Finance,  who  recently  returned  from  that  section.    One  plan  which 
is  meeting  with  considerable  success,  Mr.  Cadisch  says,  is  based  on  piece 
work.    A  contract  between  the  landowner  and  the  laborer  provides  a  payment 
of  $1*40  per  acre  for  the  cultivation  and  weeding  of  land  for  the  growing 
season.    An  additional  $10  is  paid  for  harvesting*    While  the  time  spent  by 
the  laborer  will  depend  on  weather  conditions,  a  strong  incentive  to  work 
more  efficiently  and  longer  hours  is  offered  to  those  willing  to  avail  them- 
sleves  of  this  plan,  Mr.  Cadisch  said. 

In  an  interview  with  L*  P.  M.  Hickey,  Vice  President,  Connecticut 
Valley  Tobacco  Association,  Mr.  Cadisch  reports  that  of  the  association 
membership  of  3500  growers,  65$  have  insured  their  crop  against  hail  damage 
for  $4, 500, 000.    !J2nis  insurance  has  been  underwritten  by  the  Hartford  Fire 
Insurance  Company  and  several  associates,  who  because  of  the  large  increase 
in  business  offered  to  them  by  the  association,  have  reduced  their  rates 
from  $50  to  $2k  for  a  coverage  of  $300  per  acre.

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1.     THE  AGRICULTURAL  OUTLOOK . 

The  foreign  demand  for  American  foodstuffs  during  the  current  mar- 
keting season  will  apparently  not  be  as  great  as  it  was  a  year  ago,  accord- 
ing to  the  committee  of  economists  and  statisticians  who  met  at  the  depart- 
ment last  week  to  consider  the  foreign  and  domestic  demand  for  farm  prod- 
ucts, particularly  the  wheat,  corn  and  hog  situation. 

The  principal  reasons  for  the  probable  reduction  in  foreign  demand 
are  given  as:     First,  increased  food  production  in  Europe;   second,  decreased 
purchasing  power  in  Europe. 

In  reference  to  the  domestic  situation,  the  committee  reports  that 
; in  the  United  States  we  have  had  a  very  high  level  of  industrial  activity, 
distribution  and  consumption.    With  certain  exceptions,  there  is  little 
evidence  thus  far  of  any  considerable  accumulation  of  goods.     It  was  pointed 
out  that  the  farmer  can  hardly  now  expect  any  immediate  increase  in  the  do- 
mestic demand,  but  with  the  present  full  volume  of  employment  and  high  wages, 
there  seems  no  prospect  during  the  remainder  of  1923  for  a  decrease  in  do- 
mestic demand  for  farm  produce. 

Continued  heavy  hog  production  well  into  the  summer  of  1924  is  indi- 
cated by  the  special  Government  report.    The  corn  situation  does  not  warrant 
the  maintenance  of.  the  very  heavy  hog  production  of  the  past  year,  neither 
jdoes  the  prospective  European  demand,  nor  the  domestic  industrial  outlook, 
i the  committee  says.    Unless  there  be  a  marked  improvement  in  the  1923  corn 
'crop,  and  in  view  of  probable  continued  heavy  hog  production,  a  corn  short- 
age may  develop  by  the  summer  of  192ft. 

Future  possibilities,  in  case  present  exporting  countries  fail  to  re- 
adjust their  acreage  to  offset  increasing  bread  grain  production  in  Europe, 
was  the  immediate  concern  of  the  committee  in  the  wheat  situation. 

In  view  of  the  long-time  prospects  of  the  return  of  Russia  and  the 
Danubian  countries  as  factors  in  the  world  wheat  trade,  as  well  as  the  in- 
crease in  other  exporting  countries,  tne  American  winter  wheat  grower  is 
advised  to  take  the  first  positive  step  this  fall  to  adjust  the  winter  wheat 
acreage  in  accordance  with  this  situation.

2.  FARM  MANAGEMENT  EXTENSION  PROGRAM  OUTLINED. 

Plans  for  organizing  and  conducting  certain  phases  of  farm  manage- 
ment extension  work  were  considered  by  H.  M.  Dixon,  in  charge  of  the  work 
for  the  Government,  and  members  of  the  committee  appointed  by  him  to  study 
the  whole  program  of  farm  management  extension.    The  committee,  composed 
of  R.  F.  Taber  of  Ohio  and  Lynn  Robinson  of  Indiana,  met  with  Mr,  Dixon  at 
Columbus,  Ohio,  Sunday  and  Monday,  July  8  and  9.    W.  L.  Cavert  of  Minne- 
sota, the  other  member  of  the  committee,  did  not  attend.    The  tentative 
plans  worked  out  by  the  committee  on  June  IS  and  19  together  with  sugges- 
tions from  both  research  and  extension  workers  in  the  States  and  in  the 
Federal  service,  formed  the  basis  for  the  final  draft.    This  draft  in- 
cludes plans  for  organizing  and  conducting  the  following  phases  of  work: 

Cost  accounting  on  particular  crop  and  live  stock  enterprises; 

Farm  organization  through  accounts; 

Farm  accounting  in  the  rural  schools; 

Farm  layout; 

Cropping  systems; 

The  furnishing  of  economic  facts  regarding  leading  enterprises  on 

the  farms  of  the  county; 
Farm  management  tours; 

Furnishing  State,  regional  and  county  data  to  be  used  in  develop- 
ing economically  sound  programs  of  extension  work; 
larm  accounting  through  boys'  and  girls1  clubs. 

This  program,  although  outlined  with  Corn  Belt  conditions  in  mind, 
is  quite  generally  applicable,  and  shows  much  advancement  in  the  work  over 
the  past  few  years.    According  to  Mr,  Dixon,  the  plans  show  a  broadening 
of  service  without  radical  shifts,  the  tying  of  the  work  more  closely  and 
definitely  into  the  county  extension  program,  the  breaking  up  of  the  work 
into  more  simplified  form  for  extension  and  the  greater  use  of  local  lead- 
ers to  increasingly  reach  more  people. 

The  committee  referred  to  was  appointed  as  a  result  of  the  conference 
of  representatives  of  the  Corn  Belt  States  held  at  Chicago  last  May.  The 
discussions  at  this  conference  suggested  the  desirability  of  naming  a  com- 
mittee to  make  additional  study  and  recommendations  regarding  the  whole 
program  of  work. 

3.  TIME  OFFICE  BECOMES  PART  OF  PERSONNEL  SECTION. 

The  Office  of  the  Time  Clerk  of  the  bureau  has  been  assigned  to  the 
Personnel  Section  under  the  supervision  of  A.  F.  Krueger.    Miss  Elizabeth 
B.  Johnson,  Time  Clerk,  and  Miss  Sophie  Shinas,  Assistant,  will  continue  to 
occupy  room  613  adjoining  the  Personnel  Section. 
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A  cooperative  Farm  Management  and  Cost  of  Production  project  has 
recently  "been  undertaken  by  this 'bureau  and  Clem  son  Agricultural  College. 
It  is  proposed t to  study  the' economic  factors  involved  in  the  operation  and 
management  of  cotton  farms  with  a  view  to  providing  fundamental  facts  and 
principles  for  determining1  the  more  profitable  plans  for  farm  organization 
and  management  under  boll  weevil  conditions. 

;1  Ward  C.  Jensen  has  been  employed  by  the  college  to  take  local  charge 
of  the  project.    He  will  work  in  close  cpoperation  with  the  Divisions  of 
Farm  Management  and'  Cost  of  'Production  of  this  bureau. 

Mr.  Jensen  is  a  native  of  Iowa,  a  graduate  of  the  California  College 
of  Agriculture,  and  took  his  master*  s  degree  at  Cornell.    He  comes  from 
doctorate,  studies  at  the  University  of  Wisconsin  to  the  worJt  in  South 
Carolina,'  where  he  had  spent  three -'years  teaching  agricultural  economics 
previous  to  his  studies  at  Wisconsin.' 

A  farm  management .  and  cost'  of  production  survey  is  now  in  progress 
under  Mr.  Jensen' s;  direction  in  Anderson  County,    B.  A.  Russell,  and  R.  L. 
Colman,  recent  graduates  of  Clemson,  and  W.  G.  Finn,  a  recent  graduate  of 
the  Kentucky  College  of  Agriculture,  are  "assisting  in  the  work. 

5.  LARGE  NUMBER.  OF  TOBACCO  SAMPLES  RECEIVED. 

Fourteen  thousand  pounds  of  tdba'cco  'samples  were  received  in  the 
Tobacco  Standardization  Section  of  the,  Warehouse  Division  from  western  Ken- 
tucky.   These  samples  represent  the  'various  grades  worked  out  by  this  bureau 
and  adopted  by  the  Dark  Tobacco  Growers  Cooperative  Association.    The  lot, 
which  is  valued  at  $U20.00,  was  given  to  t,he  .bureau  for  use  in  connection 
with  its  standardization  work,    It  isvthe  first  shipment  of  several  lots  of 
samples  which  F.  B.  Wilkinson  arranged  for  on.  his.  last  trip  to  Kentucky. 

6.  MR.  SHQUP  TO  DEVOTE  PORTION  OF  TIME  TO  WORK  IN  WASHINGTON. 

Eldon  C.  Shoup,-  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  New  England  Research 
Council  on  Marketing  and  Pood  Supply,  and  the  bureau's  representative  in 
that  organization,  who  for  the  past -year  has  conducted  economic  studies 
relative  to  the  marketing  of  food  in  New  England,  will 'spend  alternate 
periods  of  time  between  New  England  and  Washington  to  assist  'in  developing 
some  of  the  work  in  several  of  the  divisions  of  the  bureau.    He  will  also 
familiarize  himself  with  the  several  lines  of  work  being  conducted  by  the 
bureau.    This  latter  experience  will'  be  of  help' to  him  in  hi  s  duties  as 
Executive  Secretary  of  the  Council,    Mr.  Shbup.will  be  located  in  room  }0?} 
Bieber  Building^  during  his  stay  in -Washington.

7.  MR.  FITTS  TO  HANDLE  LEASES  FOR  BUREAU.1 

The  file  of  peases  covering  space- required'  by  this  bureau  in  the 
field  and  also  space  occupied  in  Federal  buildings  and  other  quarters  where 
rental  is  not  paid,  which  formerly  was  kept  in  Mr.  Bailey's  office,  has  been 
assigned  to  H.  F.  Fitts,  according  to  a  memorandum  written  by  W.  A.  Schoen- 
feld,  Acting  Chief.     In  the  future  Mr.  Fitts  will  assume  the  responsibility 
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of  keeping  this  record  in  complete  and  proper  form. 

Whenever  it  is  necessary  to  conduct  correspondence  or  make  official 
inquiry  regarding  the  leasing  of  space,  the  matter  should  be  referred  to 
Mr.  Fitts.    He  will  serve  as  the  representative  of  this  bureau  and  the  con- 
tact officer  with  Mr.  Reese,  who  is  the  department  representative  on  the 
Federal  Real  Estate  Board.    All  leases  under  the  regulations  now  in  force 
must  be  cleared  by  the  Surveyor  General  of  Real  Estate  before  final  action 
can  be  taken.    Mr.  Fitts  should  also  be  advised  promptly  of  any  changes  in 
office  space  in  Government  buildings  or  at  any  point  where  rental  is  not 
paid  or  lease  is  not  required. 

8.  E«  A.  FOLEY  REPRESENTS  BUREAU  AT  INTERNATIONAL  MEETINGS. 

E.  A.  Foley  attended  the  meeting  of  the  International  Agricultural 
Congress  held  at  Paris  recently.    He  reports  that  a  few  of  the  resolutions 
passed  at  this  meeting  are  of  interest  because  of  the  similarity  of  the 
needs  of  American  and  French  agriculture.    The  French  went  on  record  in 
favor  of  the  development  of  the  potash  mines  in  Alsace  and  for  the  produc- 
tion of  nitrogen,  and  passed  a  resolution  emphasizing  the  great  necessity 
for  the  development  of  nitrogen  and  synthetic  anmonia  for  the  need  of  na- 
tional defense,  for  the  assistance  of  agriculture  and  for  the  purpose  of 
reducing  expenses.    The  Congress  expressed  the  opinion  that  while  it  was 
necessary  that  railroad  costs  should  by  reason  of  post-war  conditions  be 
higher  than  pre-war,  yet  national  prosperity  required  the  cheapening  of 
transport  rates  on  agricultural  products,  and  demanded  a  revision  of  all 
tariff  rates  to  be  made  before  January,  192^. 

Mr.  Foley  also  attended  the  International  Congress  at  Paris  the 
latter  part  of  May. 

9.  EXPENDITURES  UNDER  LETTERS  OF  ALLOTMENT. 

Several  letters  received  recently  by  W.  H.  Stanton  indicate  that 
there  is  uncertainty  in  the  minds  of  some  of  the  staff  as  to  expenditures 
under  letters  of  allotment  for  this  fiscal  year.    Encumbrances  against  the 
quarterly  allotments  must  not  exceed  the  amount  allotted  for  any  quarter 
without  an  amendment  by  the  proper  officer,  except  that  a  balance  from  a 
preceding  quarter  or  quarters  may  be  added  to  the  amount  allotted  to  the 
next  and  succeeding  quarters. 

10.  NEW  REGULATION  APPLIES  TO  LEAVE  WITHOUT  PAY. 

Applications  for  leave  of  absence  without  pay  for  30  days  or  less 
may,  in  the  future,  be  approved  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau,  according  to 
a  memorandum  issued  by  the  Acting  Secretary.  Application  for  additional 
leave  without  pay  in  the  same  year  will  be  submitted  through  the  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  to  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  department.  Leave  without  pay  will 
be  granted  only  when  the  work  of  the  Government  will  not  suffer  thereby, 
and  each  application  must  state  explicitly  the  necessity  therefor.

Lloyd  S.  Tenny,  Assistant  Chief,  Arthur  W,  Palmer,   Specialist  in 
Cotton  Marketing,  and  G.  T.  Willingmyre ,  Specialist  in  Marketing  Wool,  will 
sail  on  the  Leviathan  from  New  York  to  England  next  Saturday.    Later  they 
will  visit  the  continent. 

Arrangements  for  the  administration  of  the  United  States  cotton 
standards  Act  in  cooperation. with  cotton  exchanges  and  associations  of 
England  and  the  continent  will  "be  made  by  Messrs.  Tenny  and  Palmer.  They 
will,  in  accordance  with  the  agreement  entered  into  with  the  delegates  of 
the  foreign  exchanges  who  recently  met  with  representatives  of  this  depart- 
ment and  the  American  cotton  trade,  arrange  with  members  of  the  several 
English  and  European  cotton  associations,  regarding  the  authority  to  deter- 
mine finally  the  true  classification  as  to  grade  and  color  of  American 
cotton.    The  members  of  these  appeal  committees  will  act  as  representatives 
of  this  department  and  therefore  must  be  acquainted  with  the  rules  and  reg- 
ulations of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  under  the  cotton  standards  Act. 

Messrs.  Tenny  and  Willingmyre  will  make  a  study  of  the  English 
method  of  grading  wool. 

2.     COTTON  CONFERENCE  AGREES  ON  REVISION  OF  STANDARDS . 

A  revision  of  the  United  States  cotton  standards  is  to  be  made  as 
a  result  of  the  conference  held  here  last  week  between  representatives  of 
the  Liverpool  Cotton  Exchange ,  the  iv&ncfcester  Cotton  Association,  the  Amer- 
ican cotton  trade  and  officials  of  this  department.     The  revised  standards 
will  retain  American  names  and  will  include  slight  changes  in  four  grades. 
They  will  go  into  effect  .August  1,  I92U.    Trading  for  the  year  following 
August  1,  1923  will  be  upon  the  official  standards  promulgated  July  2b, 
1922,  which  have  previously  been  accepted  as  universal  standards,  as  re- 
ported in  The  B.  A.  E.  News  of  July  2  and  June  19 . 

The  changes  to  be  made  are:     In  the  "Good  Middling"  box  a  sample 
containing  slightly  less  creamy  color  will  be  substituted  for  sample  No.  12. 
In  the  "Strict  Middling"  box  a  similar  change  will  be  made  in  Sample  No,  12. 
In  the  "Middling"  box,   samples  of  less  creamy  color  will  be  substituted  for 
samples  Nos.  1  and  k.    These  changes  retain  in  each  of  these  grades  some 
samples  with  creamy  color  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  American  cotton  trade 
was  desirable  in  order  that  the  boxes  fairly  represent  the  American  cotton 
crop.    A  very  slight  change  will  be  made  in  the  "Strict  Low  Middling"  box.

3.    RULES  UNDER  COTTON  STANDARDS  ACT  APPROVED. 

Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Secretary  under  the  cotton  standards 
Act,  prepared  in  this  bureau  with  legal  assistance,  were  signed  by  the  Act- 
ing Secretary  last  Saturday.    A  supply  will  be  mimeographed  at  once  for 
temporary  use.    As  soon  as  printed  copies  are  received  from  the  Government 
Printing  Office,  general  distribution  will  be  made. 

The  rules  and  regulations  were  reviewed  by  the  American  cotton  trade 
representatives  who  were  in  conference  here  last  week. 

k  '.     BUREAU  REPRESENTED  AT  HOUSEWARMING  OF  NEW  YORK  COTTON  EXCHANGE . 

Dr.  Taylor,  Charles  J.  Brand,  and  W.  R.  Meadows,  of  Washington,  and 
W.  P.  Barbot  and  E.  G.  Parker  of  our  New  York  office,  represented  the  de- 
partment at  the  opening  of  the  trading  room  of  the  new  cotton  exchange 
building  at  New  York  last  Friday.    About  1,  XO  cotton  brokers  were  present 
at  the  opening  ceremonies,  which  began  at  2  p.m.  and  last  for  about  two 
hours.    The  temporary  quarters  of  the  cotton  exchange  at  SO  Wall  Street  were 
closed  at  noon  Friday,  and  Saturday  was  a  holiday,   so  when  trading  was  re- 
sumed yesterday,  it  was  in  the  new  room  on  the  nineteenth  floor  of  the  build- 
ing recently  completed  at  60  Beaver  Street. 

The  new  cotton  exchange  building  is  said  to  be  the  finest  in  the 
world.    The  trading  room  has  a  height  of  four  stories  and  is  beautifully 
decorated  with  mural  paintings  representing  New  Orleans,  Liverpool,  Alex- 
andria, Egypt,  and  Bombay,  India.    Among  its  features  are  a  weather  map  to 
be  changed  daily  by  a  representative  of  this  department,  and  loud  speaking 
devices  on  the  announcing  boards,  by  which  members  will  be  able  to  hear 
instantly  the  news  they  crave. 
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5.  ABBANGEMENTS  MADE  FOB  SHIPPING-POINT  INSPECTION  IN  WEST. 

Continuation  of  shipping-point  inspection  of  fruits  and  vegetables 
in  Colorado  on  a  voluntary  instead  of  compulsory  basis  is  provided  for  in 
the  agreement  just  entered  into  between  this  bureau,  the  new  Director  of 
Markets  of  Colorado  and  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture,  according  to  W.  A. 
Sherman  and  H.  W.  Samson,  who  have  just  returned  from  a  four  weeks'  trip 
throughout  the  West.     Substantially  the  same  organization  built  up  when 
inspection  was  compulsory  will  be  used,    E.  F.  McKune  will  be  in  charge  of 
the  work. 

In  Nebraska,  arrangements  were  made  for  inspecting  potatoes  at  ship 
ping  points.     Such  inspection  is  mandatory  under  the  Nebrasisa  State  law. 
V.  V.  Westgate,  formerly  in  charge  of  the  Omaha  office  of  the  Fruit  and 
Vegetable  Division,  has  been  made  Federal  Supervisor  and  will  take  charge 
of  the  work. 

Cooperative  agreements  for  shipping-point  inspection  work  have  been 
renewed  with  Washington,  Oregon,  Utah  and  California.     These  agreements 
differ  in  minor  details  only  from  those  in  force  last  year. 

While  in  the  State  of  Washington,  Mr,  Samson  made  arrangements  with 
representative  apple  shippers  for  a  study  of  the  causes  and  extent  of  re- 
jections of  shipments.    En  route  to  Washington,  he  stopped  at  Boise,  visit 
ing  our  representatives  there  and  conferring  with  the  State  marketing  of- 
ficials at  that  point. 

6.  ST.  JOSEPH  OFFICE  TO  BE  CLOSED. 

The  St.  Joseph  live  stock  and  meat  office  located  at  South  St. 
Joseph,  Mo.,  will  be  closed  at  the  termination  of  July  3L         W.  Pew,  who 
is  in  charge,  will  be  transferred  to  Portland,  Ore.,  where  he  will  open  a 
branch  office  on  or  about  August  15 .    William  Branch,  who  assists  Mr.  Pew 
at  St.  Joseph,  will  be  transferred  to  the  Kansas  City  live  stock  and  meat 
office  . 

7.  BULK  OF  MAINE.  POTATOES  TO  BE  INSPECTED . 

Between  10,000  and  12,000  cars  or  60^  of  the  Maine  potato  crop  are 
to  be  inspected  at  shipping  points  this  year,  F.  G.  Bobb  reports  upon  nis 
return  from  a  trip  to  Maine  last  week.    While  in  Caribou,  Mr.  Bobb  con- 
ferred with  the  executive  committee  of  the  Maine  Potato  Growers'  Exchange, 
and  with  representatives  of  the  Federated  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Growers' 
Association,   Inc.,  who  have  contracted  to  market  the  crop  of  the  exchange. 

It  is  proposed  to  appoint  a  Federal  Supervising  Inspector  to  direct 
the  work  of  the  corps  of  some  20  inspectors  who  will  no  doubt  be  recruited 
from  the  Maine  potato  district.     These  inspectors  will  be  employed  by  the 
State  and  licensed  by  this  bureau. 

The  popularity  of  shipping-point  inspection  work  may  be  judged  when 
it  is  recalled  that  last  year  this  bureau  inspected  less  than  ?00  cars  of 
potatoes  and  employed  but  two  or  three  men  for  the  work. 

Mr.  Rcbb  conferred  with  C.  M.  White,  Director  of  the  Maine  Division 
of  Markets,  visited  our  Boston  and  New  York  offices,  returning  to  Washing- 
ton last  Friday. 
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8.     LEASED  WIRE  TO  COAST  INSTALLED. 


The  leased  wire  service  has  been  extended  to  San  Francisco  with 
drops  at  Denver  and  Salt  Lake  City.     Communication  with  offices  at  Los 
Angeles  and  Portland,  Ore-, ,  will  he  established  in  an  experimental  way  by 
radio  telegraph  at  an  early  date. 

Wire  communication  has  also  been  established  with  our  office  at 
Atlanta,  Ga.  •  This  service  is  now  being  conducted  by  commercial  messages, 
but  it  is  planned  to  operate  a  leased  wire  by  September  1.    When  the  leased 
wire  is  installed  it  will  also  connect  Richmond,  Va . ,  Raleigh,  N.  C., 
Clemson  College,  S,  C.,  and  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  with  Washington. 

9.     FISCAL  PAPERS  SHOULD  BE  HANDLED  AS  DIRECTED . 

Attention  of  field  employes  is  called  particularly  to  paragraphs 
6,   20  and  24-  of  the  recent  memorandum  regarding  letters  of  authorization 
and  allotment  and  expenditures  thereunder.    Paragraph  6  states  that  all 
vouchers  and  money  papers  must  show  the  project  symbol  number.  Paragraph 
20  indicates  that  form  5  vouchers  must  be  submitted  in  duplicate  while 
paragraph  2k  states  that  the  memorandum  copy  of  bills-of -lading,  when  sent 
to  Washington,  must  show  thereon  the  total  charge.     It  is  not  essential 
that  the  actual  cost  be  shown,  but  a  close  approximation  should  be  given 
so  that  a  liability  may  be  set  up  on  the  books. 

The  cooperation  of  all  field  employes  in  regard  to  these  matters 
is  necessary  to  insure  prompt  payment  of  money  papers  submitted,  W.  H. 
Stanton  says.

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1.    NATIONAL  HAY  ASSOCIATION  TO  COOPERATE  IN  ESTABLISHING  HAY  GRADES 


The  recommendation  of  the  Grades  Committee  of  the  National  Hay  Asso- 
ciation that  the  association  give  its  support  to  the  department  in  devising 
a  workable  system  of  inspection  and  practical  grades,  was  accepted  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  association  held  at  West  Baden,  Ind.,  last  week.  The 
outgoing  Grades  Committee  also  recommended  that  the  incoming  Grades  Com- 
mittee be  instructed  to  advise  with  and  assist  this  department  in  establish- 
ing the  grades. 

W.  A.  Wheeler,  K.  B.  Seeds  and  H.  B.  McClure,  of  Washington,  and 
S.  N.  Swarthout,  Federal  Hay  Inspector  stationed  at  Auburn,  N.  Y. ,  repre- 
sented this  bureau  at  the  meeting.    An  exhibit  was  shown  in  the  convention 
hall,  and  the  Federal  hay  grades  and  inspection  service  were  explained,  and 
their  use  in  promoting  better  marketing  discussed  by  our  representatives. 


2.     GRADES  FOR  RICE  AVAILABLE. 


United  States  grades  for  rough  rice  have  been  prepared  and  the  United 
States  grades  for  milled  rice  have  been  revised,  and  both  sets  of  grades 
are  being  issued  by  this  bureau  as  permissive  standards,  effective  August  1. 
Neither  of  these  standards  is  promulgated  under  the  United  States  grain 
standards  Act „ 

The  grades  are  based  on  the  results  of  investigations  conducted  by 
W.  D.  Smith,  in  charge  of  Rice  Investigations.    Mimeographed  copies  of  the 
specifications  for  each  set  of  grades  in  condensed  form  are  being  sent  to 
all  of  our  grain  offices.  Other    copies  may  be  had  on  application  to  the 
Grain  Division  of  this  bureau  at  Washington,    The  specifications  will  later 
be  printed  as  department  circulars. 

3.    REPORTS  MOVE  PROMPTLY  OVER  NEW  WESTERN  CIRCUIT. 

Four  telegraphic  circuits  going  every  minute  make  Kansas  City  one  of 
our  busiest  branch  offices,  according  to  W.  C.  Ten  Eyck,  Supervising  Teleg- 
rapher, who  is  now  on  a  Western  trip  assisting  in  the  inauguration  of  the 
news  service  on  the  recently  installed  western  leased  wire.    On  July  20, 
the  report  states,  the  wire  was  in  actual  service  kok  minutes  out  of  a  pos- 
sible 420  minutes,  the  l6-minutes  loss  being  due  to  wire  trouble.    Of  this 
time,  live-stock  traffic  took  g  hours,  33  minutes,  for  transmission;  the 
sending  of  fruit  and  vegetable  messages  took  2  hours,  37  minutes;  while 
dairy  product  reports  required  the  use  of  the  wire  for  1  hour,  34  minutes. 
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4.    DR.  GRAY  INVITED  TO  PARTICIPATE  IN  INSTITUTE  OF  POLITICS. 


Dr.  L.  C.  Gray,  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Land  Economics,  is  one 
of  the  leading  authorities,  according  to  the  program,  who  has  been  invited 
to  address  the  third  session  of  the  Institute  of  Politics  at  Wi lliamstown, 
Mass.,  July  26-August  25-  Dr.  Gray  will  deliver  his  address  on  August  lU, 
and  will  speak  on  "Relation  of  Population  Growth  and  Land  Supply  to  the 
Future  Foreign  Trade  Policy  of  the  United  States." 

In  his  address,  Dr.  Gray  will  point  out  the  relation  between  the 
present  price  depression  and  the  tendency  toward  decreasing  land  resources 
in  relation  to  population  growth  which  has  existed  since  1900,  and  which, 
it  is  believed,  will  become  increasingly  manifest  in  the  next  few  decades. 
He  will  also  explain  the  special  economic  conditions  responsible  for  the 
present  price  depression  which  is  to  be  regarded  merely  as  a  temporary 
interruption  of  a  long-time  trend. 

The  object  of  the  Institute  of  Politics  is  to  promote  the  study  of 
international  problems  and  relations  with  a  view  to  creating  a  more  sympa- 
thetic understanding  of  the  ideals  and  policies  of  other  nations.  This 
purpose  it  seeks  to  accomplish,  according  to  the  preliminary  announcement 
of  the  session,  by  means  of  courses  of  public  lectures  delivered  by  dis- 
tinguished scholars  and  statesmen  from  foreign  countries,  and  by  round-table 
and  open  conferences  under  the  direction  of  leading  authorities  on  the  vari- 
ous topics  for  discussion. 

5.    LIBRARY  HOLDS  WEEKLY  GET-TOGETHERS. 

Believing  that  the  output  of  the  library  staff,  as  well  as  satisfac- 
tion in  the  work,  could  be  greatly  increased  if  better  team  work  could  be 
secured,  Miss  Mary  G.  Lacy,  Librarian,  recently  arranged  for  a  weekly  staff 
luncheon  when  each  member  brings  her  lunch  and  some  one  talks  about  a  spe- 
cial feature  of  the  work.     In  addition  to  talks  by  the  Librarian,  Miss 
Caroline  B.  Sherman  spoke  on  the  marketing  work  of  the  bureau  at  one  meet- 
ing.   Miss  Lydia  Wilkin s,  of  the  Department  Library,  talked  about  the  De- 
partment Library's  work  with  serials  at  another  get-together,  and  Miss  .Anna 
DeWees  recently  discussed  the  work  of  the  Division  of  Statistical  and  His- 
torical Research. 

6.     FEED ,  HAY  AND  GRAIN  REPORTS  TO  BE  FURNISHED  OKLAHOMA. 

Weekly  prices  and  a  summary  of  market  conditions  covering  hay,  feed 
and  grain  will  be  furnished  by  the  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed  Division  to  the  Okla- 
homa State  Market  Commission,  in  accordance  with  a  recent  request  received 
from  the  Commission.    The  service  will  begin  as  soon  as  necessary  arrange- 
ments have  been  made  and  will  be  similar  to  that  now  in  effect  in  most  of 
the  eastern  States. 

The  request  from  the  Oklahoma  Commission  states  that  the  hay,  f«ed 
and  grain  problem  is  a  difficult  one  to  handle  in  that  State  because  of  in- 
ability to  secure  satisfactory  quotations  for  those  commodities. 

It  is  expected  that  the  Commission  will  issue  reports,  based  on  the 
information  furnished  by  this  bureau,  from  its  headquarters  at  Oklahoma  City. 
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7.     BALTIMORE  LIVE  STOCK  P.EPGRTS  TO  BE  BROADCAST  BY  RADIO . 

Live  stock  market  reports  of  the  Baltimore  Union  Stockyards  will  be 
broadcast  by  this  bureau  through  the  Arlington  Naval  Radio  Station,  begin- 
ning about  August  1.     This  service  is  being  established  in  response  to  a 
demand  from  producers  and  others  in  the  Southeastern  States,  and- e specially 
in  Virginia,  for  Baltimore  live  stock  market  reports.    Requests  for  a  sim- 
ilar service  on  the  Jersey  City,  New  York  and  Lancaster  markets  have  been 
received  and  it  is  planned  to  start  such  a  service  as  soon  as  arrangements 
can  be  made . 

S.     GOVERNMENT  CANNOT  PAY  GAS  TAX  DEPOSED  BY  INDIANA . 

The  license  fee  of  2  cents  a  gallon  on  all  gasoline  used  in  the 
State  of  Indiana  is  a  tax  imposed  on  the  consumer  and  as  such  cannot  be 
paid  by  the  United  States,  according  to  a  recent  decision  of  the  Solicitor, 
Employes  making  payments  of  such  license  fee  cannot  be  reimbursed  therefor. 
To  provide  exemption  from  the  fee  on  account  of  gasoline  purchased  for  the 
operation  of  Government -owned  vehicles,  the  State  has  issued  gasoline  fee 
exemption  blanks,  and  employes  operating  motcr/vehicles  belonging  to  this 
bureau  should  secure  a  supply  of  the  exemption  blanks  from  the  proper  State 
official.    Exemption  blanks  may  be  obtained  from  the  Secretary  of  State, 
Indianapolis,  Ind, 

3.    FORM  OF  DEPARTMENT  MANUSCRIPTS  CRITICIZED. 

Patience  with  irregularities  in  the  physical  make-up  of  manuscripts 
is  at  an  end  according  to  advices  just  received  from  the  Editorial  Offices 
of  the  department.     In  spite  of  the  rules  for  the  preparation  of  manuscripts 
freely  distributed  and  always  available  in  this  bureau,  many  manuscripts  are 
submitted  on  oversized  paper,  in  irregular  spacing,  including  single  spac- 
ing, with  run-over  paragraphs  and  with  other  irregularities.    The  Division 
of  Information  has  been  disposed  to  be  lenient  in  such  matters  once  a  manu- 
script was  already  typed,  but  such  leniency  can  be  extended  no  longer.  Two 

manuscripts  have  already  been  returned  for  re-typing  and  hereafter  manu- 
script not  pre  cared  in  accordance  with  the  rules  will  be  returned  to  the 

author ,  as  it  is  evident  that  this  is  the  only  way  that  manuscripts  in 

proper  form  can  be  secured. 

The  department  has  also  ruled  that  hereafter  carbon  copies  of  rules 

and  regulations  and  other  legal  matter  will  not  be  accepted  for  transmittal 

to  the  Government  Printing  Office  as  has  been  the  practice  in  the  past. 

Such  material  will  have  to  be  copied  and  read  back,  including  punctuation, 

to  the  original,  and  the  proof,  when  received,   should  be  read  back  to  the 

original. 

Copies  of  the  mimeographed  suggestions  for  preparing  and  handling 
manuscripts  and  proofs  can  be  obtained  from  the  Editorial  Room  of  the  Divi- 
sion of  Information.

Tomorrow's  report  will 
indicate  the  intended  acreage  of  winter  wheat  and  rye  throughout  the 
country  and  will  "be  of  additional  value  to  farmers  in  planning  for  next 
yearls  crops.    No  meeting  of  economists  and  statisticians  has  "been  called 
to  issue  an  outlook  statement  on  the  outlook  for  wheat,  since  at  the  meet- 
ing held  in  July,-  wheat  was  fully  covered, 

Zm    TOMORROW* S  HONEY-  REPORT  TO  BE  ISSUED  FROM  MADISON.  WIS. 

Honey  reports  as  of  August  15  will  "be  issued  "by  this  bureau  at 
Madison,  Wis.,  in  connection  with  the  Fifth  Annual  Beekeepers  Conference* 
This  is  being  done  at  the  request  of  Dr.  Phillips,  Apiculturist  of  the 
Department.

3*    GSAIN  APPEALS  SHOW  DECREASE  FOR  YEAR. 

A  decrease  in  the  appeal  work  of  the  Grain  Division  under  the 
United  States  grain  standards  Act  is  shown  for  the  fiscal  year  1923 •  There 
were  25,501  appeals  handled  compared  with  31»62>9  appeals  for  the  fiscal 
year  1922,  a  decrease  of  19. 5$. 

Of  the  number  of  appeals  handled  during  the  year  just  ended,  21,729 
were  on  wheat,  2,^89  on  corn,  and  1,283  on  oats.    In  ^5*7^  of  the  appeal 
cases,  the  grades  were  changed.    For  the  fiscal  year  1922,  3^.6$  of  the 
grades  appealed  from  was  changed.    For  corn  and  oats,  the  majority  of  the 
grades  which  were  changed  was  raised,  while  for  wheat  the  grade  was  more 
often  lowered.    Of  the  10,^70  wheat  appeals  on  which  the  grades  were  changed, 
2,3^2,  or  22,hf0  were  changed  on  class  or  subclass. 

3he  Minneapolis  office  handled  103  appeals  on  oats  for  the  War 
Department,  for  which  no  charge  was  made,    Die  Sioux  City  office  handled 
13  War  Department  appeals.    The  Minneapolis  office  handled  also  3*+  appeals 
for  the  Warehouse  Division,  under  authority  of  the  United  States  Warehouse

Act*    The  offices  at  Seattle  and  Spokane  entertained  J2  appeals  under  the 
V/ashington  State  Law,  which  permits  appeals  on  intrastate  shipments.  These 
are  known  as  "State  Appeals." 

During  the  year,  567  of  the  total  appeals  were  referred  to  the 
Chicago  Board  of  Review  -  U77  on  wheat,  6l  on  corn,  and  29*  on  oats.  The 
Portland  Board  of  Review  handled  6  hoard  appeals,  all  of  which  were  "State 
Appeals". 

Only  two  disputes  were  filed  during  this  period  -  one  at  Minneapolis 
and  one  at  Buffalo.    The  Buffalo  dispute  was  carried  to  the  Chicago  Board 
of  Review  for  final  grading. 

The  appeal  fees  for  the  year  amounted  to  $32,^71.16.    The  two  dis- 
putes "brought  $lU.53"»    Sales  hy  the  various  offices  of  accumulated  grain 
samples  netted  the  department  $6,89^,07.    Daring  the  life  of  Federal 
Grain  Supervision,  approximately  six  and  one-half  years,  a  total  of 
$180,UU7%11  has  "been  "turned  into  the  United  States  Treasury,  representing 
appeals  and. disputes  fees  and  sales  of  accumulated  grain  samples. 

k.    ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  NEWS  SERVICE  FOR  VIRGINIA  COMPLETED 

Market  reports  on  live  stock,  fruits,  vegetables  and  dairy  products 
are"  being  furnished  daily  "by"  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  to  the 
Virginia  Division  of  Markets  at  Richmond.    After  September  1,  the  leased 
wire  to  the  Southeast  is  expected  to  pass  through  Richmond. 

Daily  reports. of  prices  and  estimated  receipts  of  cattle,  hogs  and 
sheep  at  Union  stockyards,  Chicago,  and  similar  reports  from  St.  Louis  on 
Mondays  and  Thursdays  are  "being  sent  from  the  Federal  Bureau  at  Washington* 
Jersey  City' live-stock  market  reports  will  also  "be  furnished  as  soon  as 
they  are  available . and  arrangements  are  being  made  to  include  certain  market 
information-  from  Baltimore.    When  the  wool-market  reporting  service  is 
inaugurated  at  Boston  a  report  will  "be  sent  each  week.    From  the  middle  of 
August  to  about  December  1,  Kansas  City  and  Omaha  feeder  and  stocker  cattle 
market  reports  will  be  transmitted. 

Daily  shipment  reports  on  apples,  white  potatoes,  peaches,  water- 
melons, cabbage  and  cantaloupes  are  being  sent;  also  f.o.b.  reports  on 
peaches,  watermelons  and  white  potatoes,    ;The  New  York  and  Philadelphia 
markets  on  peaches,  white  potatoes  and  watermelons  are  being  quoted. 

Butter  quotations  on  the  New  York  and  Philadelphia  markets  are  being 
sent  daily.

If  E.  A.  Foley,  our  Agricultural  Trade  Commissioner  at  London,  is 
notified  of  contemplated  visits  to  England  "by  representatives  of  this 
department  it  would  facilitate  the  arranging  of  such  contacts  as  he  is 
called  upon  to  make*    As  an  illustration  of  the  delay  experienced  "by 
representatives  of  this  department,  Mr*  Foley,  in  a  recent  letter,  calls 
attention  to  the  fact  that  Dr.  Joseph  M.  Braham  and  Frank  A,  Ernst,  of  this 
department,  have  waited  in  London  several  days  in  an  effort  to  visit  the 
Brunner,  Mond  Company  works*    Had  Mr*  Foley  known  of  the  wishes  of  these 
gentlemen,  he  could  have  previously  arranged  for  a  visit  or  had  a  refusal 
from  the  company,  and  thus  saved  the  time  of  these  officials.

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1.  HEARINGS  TO  BE  HELD  ON  REGULATIONS"  FOB  STORAGE  OF  PEAfrfUTS. 

Tentative  regulations  for  the  storage  of  farmer's  stock  of  peanuts 
have  "been  prepared  "by  the  Warehouse  Division  and  copies  sent  to  various 
interested  persons.    Hearings  on  the  regulations  will  be  held  commencing 
August  27  at  Suffolk,  Va,    A  second  hearing  will  be  held  at  Albany,  Ga. , 
on  August  29,  and  the  last  at  Fort  Worth,  Tex,,  on  September  1, 

H,  S.  Yohe,  in  charge  of  administration  of  the  United  States  Ware- 
house Act,  under  which  law  the  regulations  are  drawn,  will  conduct  the 
hearings.    Paul  M.  Williams,  who  assisted  in  making  the  investigations, 
and  Mrs.  M.  W.  Wright,  who  will  report  the  meetings,  will  leave  Washington 
August  26  and  accompany  Mr.  Yohe  on  the  entire  trip.    At  the  Albany,  Ga. , 
hearing,  F.  G-,  Crout  and  John  Coffee  wilj.  participate. 

2.  OHIO  MAY  ADOPT  U.  S.  STANDARDS  FOP  PEACHES.  APPLES  AND  ONIONS. 

Representatives  of  the  Ohio  State  Horticultural  Society,  the  State 
Farm  Bureau  Federation  and  the  State  Department  of  Agriculture,  at  a  con- 
ference in  Wooster,  Ohio,   last  week,  passed  a  resolution  asking  the  Com- 
missioner of  Agriculture  to  promulgate  the  United  States  standards  for 
peaches,  apples  and  onions,  as  the  standards  for  Ohio.    H.  W.  Samson, 
Standardization  Specialist,  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division,  who  conferred 
with  these  representatives  in  Wooster  and  in  Columbus,  reports  that  such 
action  will  likely  be  taken  by  the  Commissioner  in  the  immediate  future. 

While  in  Ohio,  Mr.  Samson  drew  up  an  agreement  with  the  State  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  for  the  inspection  of  these  commodities  at  ship- 
ping points.     It  is  expected  that  the  peach  inspections  will  begin  the 
'last  of  this  month  at  Gypsum  and  Danbury. 

3.  FEDERALLY  LICENSED  WAREHOUSES  ENDORSED  BY  GEORGIA  BANKER. 

The  Governor  of  the  Atlanta  Federal  Reserve  Bank  recently  sent  a 
letter  to  all  member  banks  in  towns  where  no  warehouse  is  licensed  under 
the  United  States  Warehouse  Act,  urging  that  a  more  thorough  investigation 
be  made  of  the  advantages  for  collateral  which  receipts  issued  by  ware- 
houses licensed  under  the  United  States  Warehouse  Act  possess  over  those 
issued  by  warehouses  not  so  licensed.    In  the  letter  he  pointed  out  what 
appeared  to  him  as  the  real  advantages,  and  closed  by  saying: 

"It  is  unquestionably  within  the  power  of  the  bankers  of  our  section 
to  promote  the  best  interests  of  all  concerned  by  according  a  well-deserved 
preference  to  receipts  issued  by  Federally  licensed  warehouses." 
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^.     ECONOMIST  FROM  WEST  INDIES  INTERESTED  IN  WORK  OF  THIS  BUREAU. 

Profound  interest  in  the  magnitude  and  work  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture,  particularly  that  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics, 
was  expressed  by  W.  R.  Dunlop,  Professor  of  Economics,  College  of  Tropical 
Agriculture,  Trinidad,  West  Indies,  during  his  visit  in  the  department 
last  week.    Professor  Dunlop  has  been  connected  with  the  service  of  the 
foreign  office  of  the  British  Government  for  about  twenty  years,  most  of 
which  time  has  been  spent  in  the  West  Indies  in  agricultural  work. 

Up  to  the  present  time,  he  stated,  no  school  of  tropical  agricul- 
ture has  offered  courses  in  agricultural  economics.     For  that  matter,  no 
university  in  the  British  Empire,  outside  of  Canada,  has  recognized  the 
economic  asrscts  of  agriculture t  with  the  exception  of  Oxford  University 
which  has  been  pursuing  research  work  but  has  offered  no  courses  as  yet. 
Professor  Dunlop  feels  that  the  economic  aspect  is  a  very  important  one 
and  has  persuaded  British  authorities  to  establish  a  department  of  agri- 
cultural economics  in  this  West  Indies  institution.     Several  large  British 
firms  interested  in  international  trade  are  contributing  to  this  school. 

It  is  proposed  to  send  young  men  who  wish  to  specialize  in  tropical 
agriculture,  or  engage  in  the  Government  service  in  the  promotion  of  agri- 
culture in  the  tropics,  to  this  school.    Upon  their  graduation  they  will 
be  assigned  to  various  parts  of  the  British  dominions  lying  in  the  tropics. 

Professor  Dunlop  seemed  to  be  particularly  impressed  with  the  inter- 
est and  support  given  to  agriculture  in  the  United  States,  in  contrast  with 
the  lack  of  interest  and  support  in  England.    He  is  hoping  to  arrange  for 
some  of  his  students  to  spend  some  time  in  Washington,   studying  the  work 
of  this  Bureau,  and  also  to  take  courses  in  several  of  our  American  col- 
leges. 

Professor  Dunlop  found  the  few  days  spent  in  Washington  inadequate 
to  secure  an  insight  into  the  means  advocated  by  the  department  for  promo- 
tion of  the  production  and  marketing  of  agricultural  products  and  expressed 
the  hope  that  he  might  return  to  Washington  next  summer  and  spend  several 
months  with  men  in  the  department. 

5-     COLORADO  RECEIVES  MARKET  REPORTS  BY  PADIO. 

Market  reports,  prepared  by  the  Denver  Market  News  Office,  are  now 
being  broadcast  daily  from  Station  KLZ,  operated  by  the  Reynolds  Radio  Co.., 
Inc.,  of  Denver.     The  reports  cover  market  information  received  over  the 
leased  wire  on  fruits  and  vegetables;   live  stock  and  meats;  dairy  and 
poultry  products.     State  officials  are  arranging  to  have  receiving  sets  in- 
stalled at  various  points  throughout  the  State  to  assist  in  the  local  dis- 
tribution of  the  reports. 

6.     HOW  TO  TREAT  MOSQUITOES. 

Mosquitoes  seem  to  have  their  terrors  in  Italy  as  well  as  in  sections 
of  our  own  country.    E.  A.  Foley,  our  Agricultural  Commissioner  in  London, 
Eng.,  while  on  a  recent  trip  to  Italy  investigating  almond  conditions, 
writes  of  the  following  experience: 
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"I  have  two  good  mosquito  stories.     In  Bari  I  complained  about  the 
mosquitoes  and  asked  for  a  bar.     Instead,   the  porter  brought  me  an  ingeni- 
ously folded  newspaper  and  showed  me  how  to  wait  until  the  mosquito  lit  on 
the  wall,  and  then  bang  him  with  the  paper.     It  would  have  been  great  sport, 
but  one  couldn't  stay  up  all  night  at  it  -  I  took  a  bar.    Here,  when  I 
asked  for  a  bar  they  told  me  they  had  a  better  way  and  started  a  smudge 
going  in  the  room.     It  was  great  for  mosquitoes,  but  it  was  equally  good 
on  humans  and  I  had  to  take  another  room. " 

7.     LEAVE  WITHOUT  PAY. 

Paragraph  number  133  of  the  Administrative  Regulations  having  been 
amended  by  memorandum  number  UU3  of  the  Office  of  the  Secretary  so  as  to 
authorize  chiefs  of  bureaus  to  approve  applications  for  leave  of  absence 
without  pay  for  30  days  or  less,  it  is  desired  by  the  Office  of  the  Chief 
that  such  applications  for  leave  of  absence  without  pay  be  transmitted  to 
the  Personnel  Section  with  a  memorandum  from  the  division  leader  addressed 
to  the  Chief  of  Bureau  indicating  the  reasons  for  the  leave  of  absence 
without  pay  and  containing  a  recommendation  as  to  approval  or  disapproval 
thereof.     After  the  granting  of  30  days1  leave  without  pay  under  this 
authority,  applications  for  additional  leave  without  pay  in  the  same  calen- 
dar year,  whether  for  more  or  less  than  30  days,  will  be  submitted  to  the 
Personnel  Section  with  a  memorandum  of  the  circumstances  as  indicated 
above,  for  transmittal  to  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Department  for  approval 
as  heretofore . 

s«     EIRE  ARMS  TO  BE  PROCURED  THROUGH  DEPARTMENT  CHIEF  CLERK. 

All  applications  to  the  War  Department  for  the  loan  of  arms  desired 
for  the  protection  of  public  property  must  hereafter  be  made  through  R.  M. 
Reese,  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Department,  according  to  a  memorandum  issued 
August  17  to  the  different  Bureaus.    Mr.  Reese  has  been  designated  by  the 
Secretary  to  be  responsible  to  the  War  Department  for  such  arms,  and  at  all 
times  must  be  able  to  show  location  of  and  receipt  for  each  arm  issued. 
Since  the  War  Department  holds  Mr.  Reese  pecuniarily  responsible  for  any 
loss,  he  accordingly  is  obliged  to  hold  pecuniarily  responsible  each  person 
whose  receipt  he  holds  for  arms  procured  from  that  department. 

9.     NOTICE  REGARDING  DISTRIBUTION  QV  PUBLICATIONS. 

Attention  of  the  bureau  is  again  called  to  the  practice  of  mailing 
direct  large  numbers  of  department  publications.     The  printing  law  of  1912 
requires  that  all  Government  publications  be  mailed  by  the  Superintendent 
of  Documents.    A  memorandum  from  the  Division  of  Publications  regarding  this 
matter  reads  as  follows: 

"At  the  present  time  the  bureaus  are  ordering  so  many  publications 
that  the  work  of  this  office  and  that  of  the  Superintendent  of  Documents 
has  been  greatly  increased  thereby.     This  office  is  constantly  being  called 
upon  to  make  explanation  to  the  Superintendent  of  Documents  why  so  many  pub- 
lications should  be  mailed  from  the  Department  when  the  law  provides  for 
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the  mailing  of  them  from  that  office.     The  present  practice  makes  for  con- 
fusion,  irritation,  and  misunderstanding  between  the  two  offices  and  the 
practice  of  mailing  from  the  bureaus  should  be  restricted  to  the  minimum."

Adam  Smith  and  John  Stuart  Mill 

Economica  for  June  1923  contains  two  articles  on  Adam  Smith,  prompted 
by  his  200th  birthday  "on  or  about  June  5,  1923."    The  frontispiece  is  a 
copy  of  a  1790  portrait  of  him  by  Kay.    The  first  of  the  two  articles  is 
entitled  "Adam  Smith,  1723  and  1923,"  and  the  second,   "Adam  Smith  on  Twenti- 
eth Century  Finance."    Both  provide  most  interesting  reading. 

John  Stuart  Mill,  in  1369,  began  what  was  designed  to  be  an  ex- 
haustive study  of  socialism.    Only  the  rough  drafts  of  four  chapters  were 
completed.    In  1379,  his  stepdaughter,  Helen  Taylor,  edited  these  and  al- 
lowed the  Fortnightly  Review  to  print  them.    We  have  had  photostat  copies 
made  of  them  and  they  are  on  file  in  the  Bureau  library.    The  author  takes 
up  first  the  socialist  objections  to  the  present  order  of  society  which  he 
"examines"  and  discusses  thoroughly.    He  then  takes  up  the  difficulties  of 
socialism  and  concludes  by  writing:  •  "The  result  of  our  review  of  the  vari- 
ous difficulties  of  socialism  has  led  us  to  the  conclusion  that  the  various 
schemes  for  managing  the  productive  resources  of  the  country  by  public  in- 
stead of. private  agency  have  a  case  for  a  trial,  and  some  of  them  may 
eventually  establish  their  claims  to  preference  over  the  existing  order  of 
things  but  they  are  at  present  workable  only  by  the  elite  of  mankind  and 
have  yet  to  prove  their  power  of  training  mankind  at  large  to  the  state  of 
improvement  which  they  presuppose."    Be  proceeds  to  show  that  the  idea  of 
private  property  is  not  fixed  but  variable  and  says:     "It  is  both  the  duty 
and  the  interest  of  those  who  derive  the  most  direct  benefit  from  the  laws 
of  property  to  give  impartial  consideration  to  all  proposals  for  rendering 
those  lav;s  in  any  way  less  onerous  to  the  majority.    This,  which  would  in 
any  case  be  an  obligation  of  justice j  is  an  injunction  of  prudence  also, 
in  order  to  place  themselves  in  the  right  against  the  attempts  which  are 
sure  to  be  frequent  to  bring  the  Socialist  forms  of  society  prematurely 
into  operation." 

The  Agricultural  Inquiry  of  Great  Britain . 

The  interim  report  of  the  Agricultural  Tribunal  of  Investigation  is 
rather  severely  criticized  by  Edwin  Cannan  in  the  June,  1923,  number  of  the 
Economic  Journal  of  the  Royal  Economic  Society.    The  Tribunal  is  composed 
entirely  of  professors,  namely.  Sir  William  Ashley,  Professor  of  Commerce 
at  Birmingham,  and  Professors  Adams  and  MacGregor,  Professors  respectively 
of  Political  Institutions  and  Political  Economy  at  Oxford,  and  Professor 
C.  S,  Orwin,  Lecturer  in  Agricultural  Economics  at  Oxford.    The  reviewer 
takes  an  especial  fling  at  the  recent  statement  of  Professor  Orwin  that  if 
the  people  of  Great  Britain  want  more  agriculture  they  can  have  it  by  pay- 
ing for  it.    He  thinks  also  that  the  Tribunal  may  fairly  be  asked  to  answer 
in  its  next  report  the  question:     "Why,  if  the  farmer,  like  other  producers, 
is  driven  to  more  efficient  production  by  greater  outgivings,  is  he,  unlike 
them,  never  driven  to  more  efficient  production  by  smaller  incomings  result- 
ing from  lower  prices?" 
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Consumption 

Newel  Howland  Cornish,  Professor  of  Economics  at  the  Oregon  Agricul- 
tural College,  is  the  author,  of  "The  Standard  of  Living"  which  the  library 
has  recently  acquired.    He  says  in  his  preface  that  "the  book  is  written 
from  the  viewpoint  of  the  consumer ,.  .and  mignt  be  used  as  a  basis  of  a 
course  in  consumption  or  as  collateral  reading  in  long  courses  in  prin- 
ciples of  economics,  and  agricultural  economics."    The  author  hopes  tnat 
the  volume  will  partly  answer  the  call  for  more  information  on  consumption 
and  will  be  "partly  instrumental  in  stimulating  other  studies  in  this 
neglected  field  of  economics  -  consumption."    Fart  one  is  called  "Standards 
of  living  and  the  factors  affecting  them;"  Fart  two,   "The  immediate  sources 
of  consumptive  goods  and  the  present  and  future  means  of  acquiring  them." 
Some  chapter  headings  are:     "Economic  laws  of  consumption,"  "Effects  of 
consumptive  statutes, "  "Buying  goods  directly  from  farmers, "  "Buying  goods 
from  middlemen, "  "Buying  goods  cooperatively,"  "Consumptive  credit,"  "In- 
vestments in  farm  lands  in  the  United  States. n 

Costs 

Two  books  on  costs  have  been  acquired  by  the  library,  "Predetermi- 
nation of  true  costs  and  relatively  true  selling  prices"  by  Frederic  A. 
Parkhurst,  and  "Costs,  their  compilation  and  use  in  Iv^anagement.  "  by  Irving 
A.  Berndt.    The  latter  is  said  by  the  author  to  be  dedicated  to  the  follow- 
ing purposes:     "First,  to  promote  the  most  extensive  use  and  application  of 
costs  in  management  and  production  and  second,  to  serve  as  a  reference  to 
those  already  using  costs,   suggesting  standards  by  which  they  can  test  and 
measure  their  present  methods  and  applications  and  determine  whether  or  not 
their  methods  follow  modern  principles  and  philosophy,  whether  or  not  they 
are  collecting  usable  data  ana,  most  important  of  all,  whether  or  not  they 
are  using  that  which  they  ao  collect  to  the  fullest  extent  possible." 

Economic  Situation  of  France  in  1922. 

The  Bevue  d'Economie  Politique  devotes  its  March-April,  19^3,  number 
to  the  economic  situation  of  France  in  1922,    There  are  various  articles 
of  interest  in  this  number  notably  one  on  reparations  by  Charles  Pist  and 
another  on  agricultural  production  by  Michel  Auge  -  Laribe.    The  latter 
article  is  well  documented  as  to  the  statistics  of  production  given,  and 
quotes  freely  from  the  Proceedings  of  the  fourth  Congres  de  1' agriculture 
francaise  held  in  Nancy  in  April  1922.    The  means  taken  to  obtain  the  repre- 
sentation of  agricultural  interests  in  international  labor  organizations  is 
discussed,  and  also  the  recent  developments  in  agricultural  organizations 
in  France. 

Foreign  Policy  and  the  Farmer.  Several  Viewpoint s . 

Senator  Capper  has  an  article  entitled  "The  American  Farmer  and  For- 
eign Policy"  in  the  June  15,   1923,   issue  of  Foreign  Affairs.    He  says  in 
part:     "Taking  worldwide  conditions  into  full  consideration,  I  should  say 
that  our  foreign  trade  in  farm  products  has  held  up  very  well.    We  sent 
abroad  more  agricultural  produce  last  year  than  ever  before  in  our  history, 
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with  the  single  exception  of  the  previous  year,  1921.    We  are  exporting  now 
more  than  twice  as  much  in  farm  products  as  in  any  year  in  the  decade  pre- 
ceding the  world  war.     So  far  as  the  demand  from  Europe  goes,  it  is  possible 
that  this  will  have  some  tendency  to  decline.. but  I  hope  we  will  make  gains 
in  other  directi ons.  .  .If  Europe  will  place  itself  on  a  sane  "basis,  and  get 
to  work,  giving  its  farmers  a  chance,  it  will  take  less  .American  food.  This 
will  be  especially  true  when  Russia  becomes  economically  sane  and  gets  its 
national  life  on  a  logical  basis.    And  Russia  will  do  it;  perhaps  this  will 
take  ten  years,  or  more,  but  it  is  coming,  and  when  it  comes  the  Russian 
farmers  will  pile  food  into  the  rest  of  Europe  on  a  scale  that  may  all  but 
place  the  American  farmers  out  of  business  in  that  section  of  the  world. 
In  the  meantime,  however,  we  have  a  brief  period  in  which  to  do  several 
things.    One  is  to  find  other  foreign  markets,  and  some  progress  is  being 
made  in  the  Far  East .. .American  farmers  also  have  been  making  some  gains  in 
exporting  special  produce,   such  as  purebred  live  stock  to  South  America... 
I  look  for  the  greatest  increase  in  the  demand  for  our  farm  products  to  come 
from  the  industrial  life  of  America.     There  is,  in  my  judgment,  a  great 
future  before  American  manufacturing,  commerce  and  trade,  which  will  absorb 
millions  of  additional  workers.    When  these  workers  are  employed  at  good 
wages,  as  at  present,  they  will  buy  farm  products  in  a  liberal  way."  Senator 
Capper  proceeds  with  a  discussion  of  the  tariff  on  farm  products,  the  nitrate 
supply,  and  closes  by  saying:     "All  through  the  whole  matter  of  our  foreign 
policy  the  farmer  wants  America  to  be  fair  and  just  with  other  nations.  He 
is  proud  of  the  high  standard  of  honor  which  this  nation  has  always  had  in 
its  dealings  with  other  peoples.    He  wishes  that  maintained. . .A  live  and  let 
live  policy  is  his  motto... He  deplores  the  tendency,  evident  at  times  in  the 
history  of  our  foreign  affairs,   to  use  the  power  of  the  American  Government 
in  backing  up  the  somewhat  doubtful  claims  of  American  business  interests  in 
other  lands... It  is  on  a  basis  of  justice  that  the  farmer  wishes  to  see  our 
foreign  policy  conducted." 

"The  Farmer  and  his  Market"  is  the  title  of  an  article  in  The  Pro- 
tectionist, the  organ  of  the  Home  Market  Club  of  Boston,  Massachusetts  (99 
Eedford  St.)    A  quotation  from  an  editorial  in  the  Topeka  Daily  Capital 
stating  that  "a  larger  home  market  for  bread  is  the  only  thing  that  will  en- 
able the  American  farmer  to  maintain  his  present  production  of  wheat"  forms 
the  text  of  the  article.     It  concludes  as  follows:     "It  is  conceded  by  all 
fair-minded  men  that  the  reason  that  the  farmer  got  less  for  his  crops  in 
1921  and  1922  than  for  any  previous  years  was  due  to  the  lack  of  the  home 
market  caused  by  unemployment  in  this  country  of  over  5,c0°,°°0  wage  earners. 
During  those  two  years  he  had  a  perfect  abundance  of  foreign  markets  and  they 
only  spelled  poverty  to  him. ..The  hope  of  the  American  farmer  is  in  his  home 
market,  with  the  well  paid,  constantly  employed  American  wage  earner  as  his 
customer  .    He  cannot  hope  in  any  circumstances  and  under  any  condition  to 
compete  in  Europe  for  European  markets,  with  the  products  raised  by  the 
RussianiiDujik  and  the  peasants  of  southeastern  Europe.    He  cannot  hope  to 
compete  in  the  European  markets  with  the  products  of  South  America  raised  in 
vast  tracts  by  cheap  labor  and  shipped  to  Europe  by  European  owned  vessels, 
laid  down  at  European  ports  for  less  money  than  it  costs  tls*.  farmer  of  this 
country  to  lay  his  products  down  at  his  nearest  railway  station." 
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Dr.  B.  M.  Anderson  is  the  author  of  "Agricultural  Credits  and  Co- 
operative Marketing"  which  was  issued  on  August  10,   1923,  as  volume  3,  no. 3 
of  the  Chase  Economic  Bulletin.     In  the  summary  he  writes:   "Changed  market- 
ing methods  and  changed  credit  methods  in  agriculture,  however  excellent 
for  the  long-run  future  of  agriculture  are  feeble  and  irrelevant  remedies 
for  the  present  acute  agricultural  distress.    The  farmers'  troubles  grow 
out  of  a  breach  in  the  world's  economic  equilibrium.    With  Europe  disorgan- 
ized, and  with  production  'as  usual1  in  the  rest  of  the  world,  there  is  a 
relative  scarcity  of  manufacturing  activity,  and  a  relative  excess  of  farm 
production,  raw  material  capacity,  and  shipping. .  .Eor  agriculture  to  accept 
vast  new  credits  at  the  present  time  would  mean  putting  a  lot  of  new  capital 
into  an  already  over -expanded  industry.    This  would  mean  increased  agricul- 
tural production,  and  still  lower  prices  for  farm  products.     There  is  no 
help  for  the  farmer  in  this  course.   ...  We  shall  help  our  farmers  best,  if 
we  take  active  steps  to  restore  the  balance  among  the  world's  great  indus- 
tries, through  getting  Europe  back  as  a  great  producer  and  consumer  which 
pays  for  foods  and  raw  materials  by  sending  a  back-flow  of  manufactured 
goods. " 

Under  the  heading,   ".Dumping  at  Harvest  Time,"  Dr.  Anderson  discusses 
the  gradual  marketing  of  crops  by  cooperatives  as  compared  with  the  glutting 
of  the  market  at  harvest  time.    He  takes  up  in  detail  the  studies  of  Dr. 
Jesse  E,  Pope  on  the  subject  of  whether  it  pays  the  farmer  to  hold  his  crops 
for  a  higher  price.    He  closes  this  section  of  his  pamphlet  by  stating:  "In 
a  rising  market  cooperatives  will  make  money-  as  apparently  cotton  coopera- 
tives did  last  year.     In  a  falling  market  cooperatives  will  lose  money.  If 
the  market  tendencies  are  upward,  the  process  of  averaging  through  the  year 
means  a  gain.    If  the  market  tendencies  are  downward,  averaging  through  the 
year  means  a  loss.    The  best  friends  of  the  farmer  are  not  those  who  en- 
courage him  to  engage  in  speculation,  but  rather  those  who  seek  to  take 
fundamental  steps  to  improve  his  markets.   ...  There  are  two  ways  out.  We 
can  on  the  one  hand,  take  a  fatalistic  attitude,  regarding  the  evils  of 
Europe  as  hopeless,  regarding  our  own  withdrawal  from  European  affairs  as 
an  irreversible  policy  and  content  ourselves  to  wait  for  the  slow  and  pain- 
ful process  of  internal  readjustment  to  restore  the  farm  to  a  prosperous 
position  Meanwhile,  however  we  shall  see  many  painful  things.    The  pros- 
pect of  an  ultimate  equilibrium  brings  little  comfort  to  the  farmer  whose 
mortgage  is  foreclosed  and  whose  children  must  be  laborers  in  city  factor- 
ies instead  of  independent  landowners  in  a  prosperous  farming  country.  The 
character  of  our  social  life  will  be  changed  and  changed  adversely.  But 
those  who  oppose  American  participation  in  the  straightening  out  and  re- 
habilitation of  Europe  must  expect  to  see  this  process  and  must  be  prepared 
to  accept  it...  The  other  way  out  is  to  restore  the  equilibrium  at  a  much 
earlier  date  by  bringing  Europe  back  to  something  like  her  old  position  as 
the  world's  great  center  of  manufacturing  activity  and  the  world's  great 
market  for  foods  and  raw  materials.     I  believe  that  we  can  do  this  if  our 
Government  will  cooperate  with  the  Government  of  Great  Britain  in  helping 
to  straighten  out  the  tangle  of  European  affairs..  I  think  that  it  is  neces- 
sary for  us  to  take  an  active  part  in  the  adjustments  over  there  and  to 
make  concessions  of  substantial  kind...  Various  palliatives  may  help  out 
here  and  there.    Other  palliatives  may  do  positive  harm.    The  effort  to 
valorize  our  crops  by  holding  movements  will  certainly  do  harm.     The  funda- 
mental solution  is  clear.    It  lies  in  our  taking  a  world-wide  view  and  seek- 
ing to  restore  the  international  equilibrium  by  helping  Europe  get  on  her 
feet  again. " 
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Wheat  Situation 

The  National  City  Banks  monthly  Bulletin  on  economic  conditions  for 
August,  1923,  discusses  the  wheat  situation  at  length.    The  following  state- 
ments are  made:     "When  the  wheat  situation  is  calmly  surveyed  it  is  seen  to 
offer  slender  basis  for  political  campaign.    It  is  not  a  situation  that  can 
be  improved  by  political  resolutions  or  by  legislation.    The  farmers  are 
quite  able  to  understand  the  necessity  for  adjusting  their  crops  to  suit 
the  consumptive  demand.    Prices  constitute  the  natural. and  only  effective 
influence  for  regulating  production  and  directing  industry  into  the  activi- 
ties where  it  is  most  needed. . .Of  course  if  the  wheat  production  of  this 
country  was  reduced  to  the  point  where  importations  would  be  required,  the 
protective  tariff  of  30  cents  per  bushel  would  become  effective  on  the 
price,  but  it  probably  would  become  effective  also  on  the  voters  of  the  non- 
wheat  -producing  states,  with  the  result  that  it  would  come  off  after  the 
next  election.    Our  tariff  policies  have  not  been  free  from  inconsistencies 
in  the  past,  but  we  have  never  yet  gone  so  far  as  to  combine  a  protective 
duty  with  an  artificial  restriction  of  home  production.    The  argument  for 
a  protective  tariff  is  that  it  promotes  the  general  welfare  by  developing 
home  industry  and  increasing  production." 


Recent  Accessions  of  Special  Interest. 

Cambridge  Economic  Handbook 

Among  the  recent  accessions  to  the  library  is  "The  Control  of  Indus- 
try" by  D.  H.  Robertson  of  Trinity  College,  Cambridge.     The  volume,  which 
is  one  of  the  Cambridge  Economic  Handbooks,  has  an  introduction  by  J.  M. 
Keynes,  who  writes:     "The  theory  of  economics  does  not  furnish  a  body  of 
settled  conclusions  immediately  applicable  to  policy.     It  is  a  method 
rather  than  a  doctrine,  an  apparatus  of  the  mind,  a  technique  of  thinking, 
which  helps  its  possessor  to  draw  correct  conclusions. The  main  task  of 
the  professional,  economist  now  consists,  either  in  obtaining  a  wide  knowl- 
edge of  relevant  facts  and  exercising  skill  in  the  application  of  economic 
principles  to  them,  or  in  expounding  the  elements  of  his  method  in  a  lucid, 
accurate  and  illuminating  way,   so  that,  through  his  instruction,  the  number 
of  those  who  can  think  for  themselves  may  be  increased.    This  series  is 
directed  toward  the  latter  aim.  "    Some  of  the  chapter  headings  are  "The 
organization  of  marketing, "  "Finance  and  industry, "  "Industry  and  the  con- 
sumer, "  "Workers  control"  and  "Joint  control."    Cleverly  chosen  quotations 
from  Alice's  Adventures  in  Wonderland  as  chapter  headings  add  a  spirited 
touch  of  humor  and  show  that  the  author  can  stand  off  and  contemplate  him- 
self and  his  work  with  a  critic's  detachment. 

Distribution  and  prices  of  agricultural  produce. 

The  Interim  Report  on  Fruit  and  Vegetables  by  the  Departmental  Com- 
mittee on  Distribution  and  Prices  of  Agricultural  Produce  has  been  issued 
by  the  Great  Britain  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  and  is  now  in 
the  library.    This  report  contains  much  valuable  information  including  sta- 
tistics of  imports  of  fruit  and  vegetables  1913-22,  average  wholesale 
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prices  of  fruit  and  vegetables  in  England  ar.d  Wales  1913-22  purchases, 
sa'es  and  expense  of  wholesale  ana  retail  merchants  handling  these  commodi- 
ties, main'oas  of  distribution,  costs  of  distribution,  disposal  of  surplus 
produce  >  rtandardization  of  packages,  grading  and  packing  and  cooperation 
of  f-.-oc-ucers. 

£^?n3r^c  Theory  in  France 

"decent  tendencies  in  French  Theoretical  Economics"  is  the  title  of 
an  article  by  Etierne  Antonelli  of  the  University  of  Lyons,  France,  which 
appears  in  the  Journal  of  Political  Economy  for  August,  1923 .    The  author 
devv.:es  most  of  the  article  to  reviewing  two  recent  economic  works  published 
in  Trance.    They  each  have  the  title  "Cours  d' Economic  Politique".  The 
first  is  by  Camille  Perreau,  and  was  published  in  IflU;    There  is  a  second 
edition,  however,  published  in  1322.    The  second  is  by  Henri  Truchy  and  was 
first  published  in  1920.    The  second  edition  bears  the  imprint  of  1923- 
Bcv.h  authors  have  held  for  a.  long  time  the  two  most  important  chairs  in 
economics  in  the  University  of  Paris.     "These  treatises  wnicn  show  the  sub- 
stance of  the  instruction  given  by  these  professors,  are  consequently  rep- 
resentative of  the  instruction  in  economics  in  France... It  is  incontestable 
that  up  to  the  present  lament  the  works  that  have  bad  the  greatest  public 
and  student  favor  are  those  of  Charles  G-ide .    The  worics  of  this  well-known 
professor  have  been  translated  into  many  languages  and  serve  as  a  textbook 
in  universities  throughout  the  world.... His  Principles  remains  the  clearest, 
most  elegant,  and  most  precise  mirror  of  the  period  in  French  economic 
science  which  it  completes.     Students  continue  to  seek  the  fundamentals  of 
the  science  in  his  works.    The  two  treatises  which  have  just  appeared  (by 
Perreau  and  Truchy)  and  which  are  addressed  to  the  studious  public  are  in- 
spired by  a  different  conception  of  the  science  of  economics.    This  fact  is 
discreetly  but  clearly  shown  by  the  prefaces  of  the  two  works.     In  the 
first  edition  (191U)  C  ami  lie  Perreau  wrote:   TThe  method  by  which  I  am  in- 
spired is  clearly  realistic.    Political  economy,  a  social  science,  a  human 
science  of  the  first  order,  ought  not  to  rest  on  purely  abstract  specula* 
tions,  nor  rely  principally  upon  deduction.     It  will  only  present  an  inter- 
est, its  study  will  only  have  utility,  when  it  is  founded  upon  positive 
observation. Inspired  by  these  principles  I  have  seized  every  opportunity 
to  compare  the  doctrinal  controversies  which  have  arisen.    But  I  have 
forced  myself,  before  taking  any  sides  on  these  questions,  to  clear  the 
matter  up  by  light  of  the  facts,  especially  statistics.1 

"in  the  work  of  Henri  Truchy  the  questions  are  treated  in  a  fashion 
clearly  and  exclusively  realistic. . .The  science  is  disengaged  entirely  from 
a  normative  conception,  and  is  exposed  as  an  experimental  science .     In  the 
case  of  Perreau  the  effort  in  the  seme  direction  is  real,  but  it  appears 
that  a  certain  preoccupation  for  the  normative  doctrines  of  the  classical 
school  is  not  completely  forgotten .. .He  gives  the  facts  the  principal  place  - 
the  first  rank.    And  this  not  only  gives  a  different  form,   cut  also  a  dif- 
ferent method,  which  is  entirely  removed  from  the  brilliant  dissertations, 
in  which  it  seems  that  all  the  art  was  spent  in  submerging  the  scientific 
substratum,  in  order  that  the  economic  opinions  of  the  autnor  alone  might 
find  expression.    When  these  opinions,  as  in  tne  case  of  Charles  G-ide,  have 
been  nourished  upon  an  immense  doctrinal  culture;  endowed  with  a  spirit  of 
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rare  distinction;  and  exposed  with  the  pen  of  an  artist;  the  work  which 
is  eminently  seductive,  remains  profoundly  suggestive.    But  this  method  in 
less  expert  hands  gives  lamentable  results. . .Works  like  those  of  Perreau 
ana  Truchy  more  particularly  the  second,  mark  a  salutary  reaction  which 
shows  the  surest  path  for  the  French  school  of  political  economy*.     For  eco- 
nomics should  be  an  experimental  science  or  nothing  at  all." 

Economics  of  Welfare 

The  Economics  of  Welfare  by  A.  C.  Pigou,  Professor  of  Political 
Economy  in  the  University  of  Cambridge  has  been  acquired  recently  by  the 
library.     In  the  preface  the  author  states  the  purpose  of  the  book  as  fol- 
lows: 

In  Part  1  it  is  argued,  subject,  of  course,  to  a  large  number  of 
qualifications,  that  the  economic  welfare  of  a  community  is  likely  to  be 
greater  (l)  the  larger  is  the  average  volume  of  the  national  dividend,  (2) 
the  larger  is  the  average  share  of  the  national  dividend  that  accrues  to 
the  poor,  and  (3)  the  less  variable  are  the  annual  volume  of  the  national 
dividend  and  the  annual  share  that  accrues  to  the  poor.    Parts  2,  3  a^d  k 
are  devoted  to  a  stuay  of  certain  principal  influences  by  which  the  average 
volume  of  the  national  dividend  is  affected.    Part  2  deals  with  the  dis- 
tribution of  productive  resources  in  general  among  different  places  and 
occupations;  Part  3,  with  various  problems  connected  with  the  organization 
of  labour,  and  Part  4  with  the  relation  between  the  national  dividend  and 
Government  finance.     In  Part  5    the  question  is  raised  in  what  circumstances 
it  is  possible  for  the  absolute  share  of  dividend  accruing  to  the  poor  to 
be  increased  by  a  cause  which  at  the  same  time  diminishes  the  volume  of  the 
dividend  as  a  whole;  and  the  relation  of  disharmonies  of  this  kind,  when 
they  occur,  to  economic  welfare  is  discussed.    Finally,  Part  6  is  devoted 
to  an  investigation  of  the  causes  of  variability  in  the  national  dividend 
and  in  the  absolute  share  of  the  poor  and  of  certain  relevant  problems  of 
practice,  "It  would  be  idle  to  pretend  that  the  book  is  other  than  a  severe 
one.,. It  is  sometimes  imaginable  that  economic  questions  can  be  adjudicated 
upon  without  special  preparation.     The  "plain'  man,  who  in  physics  and  chem- 
istry knows  that  he  does  not  knov/,  has  still  to  attain  in  economics  to  that 
first  antechamber  of  knowledge.     In  reality  the  subject  is  an  exceedingly 
difficult  one,  and  cannot,  without  being  falsified,  be  made  to  appear  easy.. 
The  complicated  analyses  which  economists  endeavor  to  carry  through  are  not 
mere  gymnastic.    They  are  instruments  for  the  bettering  of  human  life.  The 
misery  and  squalor  that  surround  us,  the  dying  fire  of  hope  in  rany  millions 
of  European  homes,  the  injurious  luxury  of  some  wealthy  families,  the  ter- 
rible uncertainty  overshadowing  many  families  of  the  poor  -  these  are  ^vils 
too  plain  to  be  ignored.    By  the  knowledge  that  our  science  seeks  it  is 
possible  that  they  may  be  restrained. . .To  search  for  it  is  the  task,  to  find 
it,  perhaps,  the  prize,  which  the  'dismal  science  of  political  economy' 
offers  to  those  who  face  its  discipline." 

The  Food  Research  Institute. 

In  a  pamphlet  recently  issued  by  the  Food  Research  Institute,  as  to 
its  organization,  policies  and  research  work  in  progress  the  following  state 
ments  are  made: 
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"During  the  late  war,  possibly  for  the  first  time  in  history,  food 
production  and  di stribution,  nutrition  and  dietetics  had  to  be  considered 
by  governments  as  national  and  internat ional  problems. ..The  food  supply  had 
seldom  been  examined  with  adequate  reference  to  its  international  aspects 
and  to  the  particular  commodities  entering  into  it.    Marketing  problems 
had  received  mainly  local  investigations. .The  Institute  was  organized  for 
the  purpose  of  intensive  study  of  the  production,  distribution  and  con- 
sumption of  food.     It  proposes  to  investigate  significant  food  problems 
from  the  standpoint  of  their  bearing  upon  national  economy  and  well  being, 
to  deal  with  them  as  mass  problems,  and  to  emphasize  the  commodity  and 
international  aspect s .. .Numerous  existing  organizations  are  already  con- 
ducting research  into  food  problems,  from  one  angle  or  another,  notably  the 
Department  of  Agr icuiture ,  State  bureaus  of  markets,  Agricultural  colleges 
and  experimental  stations,  etc.     It  is  the  policy  of  the  Institute  to  avoid, 
so  far  as  possible,  any  serious  overlapping  of  the  work  of  established  re- 
search organizations,  public  or  private.     It  will  endeavor  rather  to  enlist 
the  aid  of  existing  organizations  in  the  prosecution  of  researches  in  which 
there  is  a  common  interest.   ..  In  accordance  with  an  early  decision  of  the 
directors,  most  of  the  research  work  of  the  Institute  is  concerned  for  the 
present  with  wheat  and  wheat  products,  and  mainly  with  the  economic  prob- 
lems related  to  these  commodities.    The  principal  studies  now  in  progress 
may  be  mentioned  briefly.    Crop  estimating  and  reporting  methods  in  the 
United  States  and  abroad  are  being  studied  to  determine  how  far  past  any 
current  statistics  of  crops  may  be  accepted  as  reliable,  hov/  far  the  basis 
upon  which  they  are  obtained  are  comparable,  and  in  what  way  the  accuracy 
of  crop  forecasts  and  reports  may  be  improved.     In  cooperation  with  the 
•Kansas  State  Agricultural  College  and  with  the  aid  of  criticisms  from  other 
students  of  farming  costs,  detailed  farm  cost  data  are  being  studied  in 
order  to  arrive  at  sound  principles  of  cost  analysis  and  effective  means  of 
interpreting  these  data.     Statistics  of  wheat  and  flour  production,  domestic 
movements,  and  imports  and  exports  are  being  studied  in  their  relation  to 
prices. .Economic  developments  in  Europe . . .are  being  followed  with  special 
reference  to  their  bearing  upon  the  demand  for  wheat  imports.    Census  and 
other  statistics  of  the  baking  industry  are  being  assembled  and  digested." 
A  list  of  the  publications  of  the  Institute  closes  the  pamphlet. 

Greek  Economic  Thought. 

Albert  Augustus  Trever  is  the  author  of  "A  History  of  Greek  Economic 
Thought"  which  has  been  recently  added  to  the  library.     The  study  begins 
with  a  review  of  economic  ideas  before  Plato,  then  takes  up  the  works  of 
Plato,  Xenophen,  Aristotle,  and  the  minor  philosophers.    A  full  bibliography 
is  given. 

Institute  of  Economics 

"Germany's  capacity  to  pay,"  by  H.  G.  Moulton  and  C.  E.  McGuire ,  is 
the  title  of  the  first  publication  of  the  Institute  of  Economics,  which  was 
issued  in  June.    The  author  states  in  the  preface  that  the  purpose  of  the 
book  "has  been  merely  to  make  as  complete  a  diagnosis  as  possible  of  Germany's 
economic  condition  and  of  her  ability  to  continue  making  reparation  payments, 
and  to  point  out  the  bearing  of  international  trade  conditions  and  commercial 
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policies  upon  any  reparation  settlement  whatever."    The  sources  of  the  data 
on  which  the  analysis  is  "based  are  said  to  be,  on  the  "budgetary  side,  the 
official  figures  of  the  German  government.     "Since  agents  of  the  Reparation 
Commission,   located  in  Berlin,  have  had  access  to  the  German  records  and 
have  made  no  report  of  any  attempt  to  falsify  the  figures,  they  may  be  ac- 
cepted as  a  trustworthy  statement  of  the  budgetary  situation.     The  foreign 
trade  figures  are  also  official  figures  of  the  German  government.  Inasmuch 
as  German  exports  appear  as  imports  in  the  trade  returns  of  other  countries 
and  German  imports  appear  as  exports  in  the  figures  of  other  countries,  it 
is  clear  that  any  wholesale  attempt  to  falsify  the  foreign  trade  data  could 
be  readily  detected.     For  internal  production  figures,  official  sources  have 
likewise  been  employed." 

Primary  Producers'  Organization  Act  and  Primary  Products  Pools  Act , Queensland . 

On  the  fifteenth  of  August,   1922,  an  Act  entitled  "The  Primary  Pro- 
ducers1 Organization  act  of  1322"  "received  the  Royal  assent."    The  Primary 
Producers  Organization  Act  is  intended  "to  promote  the  agricultural  and 
rural  industries  by  the  organization  of  the  primary  producers  of  Queensland 
in  a  completely  unified  national  organization  and  for  other  incidental  pur- 
poses.    The  provisions  of  this  act  are  fully  reviewed  in  the  Queensland  Agri- 
cultural Journal  for  September,  1922,  and  also  in  Bulletin  No.  2  of  the 
Queensland  Producers'  Association,  both  of  which  are  in  the  library. 

The  Primary  Products  Pools  Act  of  1922  was  also  passed  by  the  same 
session  of  the  Queensland  Legislature.     "The  provisions  of  this  act  may  be 
applied  to  any  product  of  the  soil  in  Queensland,  and  any  dairy  produce  and 
any  article  of  commerce  prepared  other  than  by  process  of  manufacture  from 
the  produce  of  agriculture,  or  other  rural  occupations  in  the  state."  This 
Act  is  described  in  the  Queensland  Agricultural  Journal  for  November,  1922. 

Readings  in  Economics. 

Walton  Hale  Hamilton  of  Amherst  College  is  the  editor  of  a  volume 
entitled  "Current  Economic  Problems;  a  Series  of  Readings  in  the  Control 
of  Industrial  Development."    Some  of  the  section  headings  are  "Price  as  an 
organizing  force,"  "The  organization  of  prices,"  "Price-fixing  "by  authority," 
"The  function  of  the  middleman,"  "The  problem  of  international  trade"  and 
"The  problem  of  capitalistic  monopoly."

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1.  CALIFORNIA  GRAPE  GROWERS  DESIRE  FEDERAL  AID. 

In  the  interests  of  the  California  grape  growers,  Edward  Chambers, 
Vice-President  of  the  Atchison,  Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  Railway,  and  G.  W* 
Luce,  Freight  Traffic  Manager,  Southern  Pacific  Railway,  of  San  Francisco, 
conferred  with  W.  A,  Sherman  and  project  leaders  of  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable 
Division,  last  week,  regarding  the  establishment  of  a  market  news  service 
on  grapes  during  the  heavy  shipping  season.    The  many  advantages  of  this 
service  to  growers  and  shippers  were  apparent  to  them. 

These  officials  reported  that  the  car  supply  situation  was  in  better 
shape  than  it  had  been  for  a  number  of  years,  and  their  chief  anxiety  was 
to  secure  prompt  release  of  the  cars  in  the  markets. 

2.  BETTER  OUTLOOK  FOR  AGRICULTURE ,  DR.  GRAY  TELLS  BANKERS. 

In  addressing  the  meeting  of  the  American  Association  of  Joint  Stock 
Land  Banks,  in  Chicago,  today,  Dr.  L.  C,  Gray,  Economist  in  Charge  of  the 
Division  of  Land  Economics,  took  the  position  that  in  spite  of  the  present 
agricultural  depression  involving  low  prices  and  the  liquidation  of  exces- 
sive land  values,  the  long-time  outlook  is  distinctly  more  optimistic.  In 
Dr.  Gray's  opinion  the  most  important  factor  working  toward  a  restoration 
of  agricultural  prices  to  a  level  that  will  bring  prosperity  to  American 
farmers  is  increase  in  population.     It  is  estimated  that  the  increase  of 
world  population  is  about  twenty  millions  a  year,  and  that  our  own  popula- 
tion will  increase  at  the  rate  of  at  least  a  million  a  year.    At  this  rate 
an  additional  area  of  crop  land  equal  to  that  now  employed  in  producing 
for  export  would  be  required  to  provide  for  the  increase  of  about  sixteen 
years, 

"Although  we  probably  shall  not  divert  all  of'  our  export  acreage  .  to 
domestic  uses,"  Dr.  Gray  said,   "the  next  three  decades  are  likely  to  see 
the  rapid  diversion  of  our  export  surplus  of  cereals  to  domestic  uses  and 
it  is  not  improbable  that  we  shall  find  ourselves  largely  on  an  import 
basis  or  at  least  forced  to  protect  our  producers  against  the  exports  of 
other  surplus-producing  nations.     This  stage  will  mark  a  notable  change  in 
the  position  of  a  large  proportion  of  American  farmers.    Farm  land  values 
are  likely  to  increase  gradually,  and  the  growing  scarcity  of  farm  land  will 
compel  important  modifications  in  methods  of  production  and  in  National 
standards  of  consumption.     This  new  economic  epoch  will  not  necessarily  be 
a  Golden  Age  for  either  the  .American  farmer  or  the  Nation  as  a  whole,  for 
it  will  bring  its  peculiar  problems  and  difficulties,  including  the  neces- 
sity for  greater  economy  in  the  use  of  natural  resources." 
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3.     INFORMATION  ON  COOPERATION  IN  INCREASING  DEMAND . 

Increased  demands  are  "being  made  upon  the  bureau  for  assistance  in 
cooperative  marketing  and  selling.    Through  the  Division  of  Agricultural 
Cooperation,  many  different  classes  of  persons  are  being  furnished  with 
current  information  regarding  farmers'  business  organizations,  both  in 
this  country  and  abroad.    The  material  which  the  Division  coilects  is 
classified  and  filed  in  such  a  way  as  to  make  it  readily  available  to  the 
public.     Information  regarding  the  cooperative  associations  is  filed  both 
according  to  States  and  to  the  commodity  or  commodities  handled.    A  sta- 
tistical file,  by  States,  is  also  maintained.    Law3  and  legal  cases  having 
a  bearing  on  the  conduct  of  cooperative  associations  are  collected  and 
kept  in  a  separate  file.     The  classified  card  index  and  addre ssograph 
plates  also  assist  in  making  the  vast  amount  of  material  easily  accessible. 

In  addition  to  personal  visits  to  the  Bureau  and  to  replies  to 
letters  asking  for  general  or  specific  information,  the  public  is  kept  in- 
formed of  the  progress  being  made  in  the  field  of  cooperation  through  the 
pages  of  the  mimeographed  circular,   'Agricultural  Cooperation,"  published 
by  the  Division  every  two  weeks.     Special  bulletins  describing  in  detail 
various  phases  of  cooperation  are  in  the  process  of  preparation  and  will 
be  issued  from  time  to  time. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  seme  of  the  classes  of  persons  who  use 
the  material  compiled  by  the  Division  of  Agricultural  Cooperation.  In 
addition  to  commodity  division  leaders  in  the  bureau,  and  chiefs  and  lead- 
ers in  other  Government  organizations,  the  following  may  be  mentioned: 
(l)  Teachers  in  universities  and  colleges  giving  courses  in  cooperation 
or  marketing;   (?)  Graduate  students  preparing  theses  bearing  upon  coopera- 
tion;  (3)  State  extension  workers,  preparing  bulletins,  circulars,  lec- 
tures, etc.,  for  field  use;   (k)  Officers  and  employes  of  State  Divisions 
of  Markets,  making  studies  in  cooperation  or  preparing  matter  for  distri- 
bution,  (5)  Editors  of  farm  journals,  and  writers  of  agricultural  articles, 
(6)  Officers  of  farmers'  business  organizations;   (7)  Officers  of  semi- 
public  corporations,  as  banks  and  chambers  of  commerce,  and  (S)  Farmers, 
ministers,  rural  school  teachers,  officers  of  women's  clubs,  foreigners, 
and  others, 

**«     ALTOONA  FOOD  SUPPLY  STUDY  NEAR  IN  G  COMPLETION. 

The  farm  management  survey  conducted  in  connection  with  the  food 
supply  study  being  conducted  in  the  vicinity  of  Altoona,  Pa.,  is  progress- 
ing satisfactorily,  according  to  H.  R.  Tolley,  Di vi sion* of  Farm  Organiza- 
tion and  Cost  of  Production,  who  has  just  returned  from  Altoona  where  he 
conferred  with  the  cooperating  agencies.     It  is  expected  that  the  study 
will  be  completed  by  the  first  of  September  and  that  a  report  will  be 
ready  during  the  early  part  of  October, 

B.  H.  Critchfield,  Farm  Business  Analyst,  accompanied  Mr .  Tolley 
on  the  trip  and  is  remaining  in  Altoona  to  assist  in  completing  the  survey. 

5-     COOPERATIVE  INSPECTION  WORK  IN  WASHINGTON. 


During  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1923,  more  than  3,900  Federal- 
State  shipping'  point  inspection  certificates  were  issued  in  the  State  of 
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Washington.  Of  this  number  7,359  were  for  apples,  and  979  f°r  potatoes. 
Pears,  cherries  and  onions  each  commanded  about  125  certificates.  Other 
commodities  for  which  joint  certificates  were  issued  included:  peaches, 
prunes,   strawberries,  cantaloupes,  asparagus  and  lettuce. 

6.  HIKING  RECOMMENDED  FOP.  VACATIONISTS. 

The  only  way  to  see  America,  according  to  Louis  Woulfe  of  the  Secre- 
tary/'s  Office,  is  by  hiking,  or  as  he  puts  it,   "Seeing  America  on  Half- 
Soles."    Mr.  Woulfe  is  spending  his  vacation  this  year  in  touring  the  New 
England  States  on  foot.     In  a  recent  communication  to  C.  L.  Snow  of  this 
bureau,  written  on  stationery  stamped  with  the  explanatory  heading, 

On  the  Half -Sole  Limited 

Enroute 
Washington  -  Portland,  Me, 
(Carries  No  Sleeper) 
he  briefly  related  some  of  his  experiences  in  his  cross-country  tramp.  A 
dog  farm  in  Maryland  held  the  most  thrills  for  him.     "Every  time  I  looked," 
Mr.  Woulfe  said,   "I  saw  more  dogs  and  all  coming  my  way." 

By  means  of  a  tally  register,  he  is  keeping  tab  of  the  number  of 
cars  that  pass  him.    On  the  sixth  day  enroute,  130  miles  from  Washington, 
a  total  of  4,900  cars  had  out-distanced  him. 

7.  MARKET  QUOTATIONS  TO  BE  HANDLED  PROMPTLY  THROUGH  MAILS. 

Market  quotations,   subject  to  sudden  fluctuations,  the  value  of 
which  would  be  destroyed  if  delayed  in  the  mails,  are  to  be  handled  promptly 
in  all  branches  of  the  postal  service,  according  to  instructions  which  have 
been  issued  by  Postmaster  General  New.    This  procedure  has  been  taken  by 
the  Post  Office  Department  in  an  effort  to  bring  farmers  and  stock  raisers 
in  closer  touch  with  the  markets  and  to  assist  them  in  timing  the  movement 
of  their  crops  and  stock.    The  Post  Office  Department  suggests  that  the 
words  "Market  Quotations"  be  printed  on  envelopes  containing  such  matter 
in  order  that  prompt  attention  may  be  given  this  class  of  mail. 

8.  EXAMINATION  ANNOUNCED  FOR  ASSISTANT  MARKETING  SPECIALIST. 

An  examination  for  Assistant  Marketing  Specialist  (Economic  Market- 
ing Research)  will  be  held  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  September  19, 
1923.    Entrance  salaries  range  from  $2,100  to  $3,000  a  year. 

The  duties  of  appointees  will  be  to  assist  in  conducting  economic 
research  in  the  marketing  of  agricultural  products,  to  compile  the  results 
of  such  research,  and  to  prepare  suitable  material  for  publication  con- 
cerning the  subject. 

Competitors  will  be  rated  on  practical  questions  relating  to  economic 
marketing  studies  in  the  field,  on  a  thesis,  and  on  education,  training  and 
experience .

Operation  of  the  leased  telegraph  wire  system  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture,  to  Southeastern  States  began  today.  Telegraph 
stations  on  the  circuit  for  the  reception  of  market  news  put  out  by  this 
bureau  are  functioning  at  Richmond,  Va.,  and  Atlanta,  Ga.,  and  by  the  end 
of  the  week  stations  will  be  opened  at  Raleigh,  N.  C,  and  Columbia,  S.  C. 
On  November  1,  it  is  planned  to  open  a  station  at  Jacksonville,  Ela. 

The  establishment  of  the  new  service  makes  available  to  the  South- 
east daily  information  on  movement,  prices  and  condition  of  fruits  and 
vegetables  at  the  leading  market  centers  of  the  country,  similar  data  on 
live  stock  and  dairy  products,  and  periodic  information  on  farm  commodities 
in  cold  storage^  By  cooperative  arrangements  with  local  agricultural  offi- 
cials, educations/institutions,  the  press,  and  radio  broadcasting  stations, 
it  is  expected  to  give  wide  dissemination  of  the  market  news  to  farmers  and 
other  agricultural  interests. 

The  extension  of  the  leased  wire  system  is  in  response  to  a  long- 
felt  need  in  the  Southeast  for  current  market  news  from  the  leading  consum- 
ing markets  in  the  North  and  West.    During  the  war  such  a  service  was  es- 
tablished and  operated  by  the  bureau,  but  subsequent  curtailments  in  Con- 
gressional appropriations  caused  its  discontinuance.     Its  re -establishment 
in  part  at  this  time  is  made  possible  by  appropriations  provided  by  the 
last  Congress. 

2*     PENNSYLVANIA  TRADE  TO  COOPERATE  IN  LIVE  STOCK  MARKET  REPORTING  SERVICE . 

Arrangements  recently  were  made  by  this  bureau  and  the  Pennsylvania 
State  Bureau  of  Markets,  whereby  the  live-stock  conmission  firms  at  the 
Union  Stockyards,  Lancaster,  Pa.,  will  furnish  to  the  two  bureaus  monthly 
reports  of  the  stocker  and  feeder  cattle  movement  from  that  market.  At 
practically  all  other  markets  information  on  stocker  and  feeder  movements 
is  obtained  from  the  local  stockyards  company  but  at  Lancaster  conditions 
are  such  that  it  is  impossible  for  the  stockyards  company  to  compile  such  a 
report  from  its  records.    However,   the  commission  firms  at  Lancaster  gener- 
ally know  whether  the  cattle  sold  by  them  are  bought  for  stocker  or  feeder 
purposes  and  when  it  was  explained  that  it  was  to  the  public  interest  that 
complete  information  regarding  the  movement  from  the  Lancaster  yards  be  made 
available  they  readily  agreed  to  cooperate  by  keeping  a  record  of  the  stock 
they  handled.     A.  E.  Seaman,  the  Lancaster  representative  of  the  State  Bu- 
reau of  Markets,  will  assemble  the  reports  weekly  and  compile  them  for  pub- 
lication m  the  monthly  report  of  the  receipts  and  disposition  of  live  stock 
at  public  stockyards  appearing  in  "Weather,  Crops  and  Markets  " 
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3.     COST-OF-PRODUCTION  FIGURES  AVAILABLE  FOR  CORN,  WHEAT  AND  OATS. 

The  survey  to  ascertain  the  cost  of  producing  in  1922  a  bushel  of 
corn,  a  bushel  of  wheat  and  a  "bushel  of  oats  has  just  been  completed  by 
the  Cost  of  Production  Division.    Reports  secured  from  ht000  farmers  in 
all  parts  of  the  country  show  that  on  the  average  it  cost  66  cents  per 
bushel  to  produce  their  corn,  $1.23  per  bushel  to  produce  wheat,  and  p3 
cents  per  bushel  to  produce  oats.     These  cost  figures  include  charges  for 
the  labor  of  the  operator  and  his  family  and  for  use  of  the  land.     It  was 
estimated  that  the  average  sale  value  of  corn  was  73  cents  per  bushel; 
wheat,  $1.11  per  bushel;  and  oats,        cents  per  bushel.    Where  the  price 
received  for  the  product  was  less  than  cost,  either  the  farmer  did  not 
receive  going  wages  for  his  time  or  he  did  not  receive  for  the  use  of  his 
land  an  amount  equal  to  the  cash  rental  value  reported.     Although  the  fig- 
ures are  applicable  only  to  the  farms  reporting,   it  is  considered  that  they 
are  suggestive  of  general  conditions  in  1922. 

U.    RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  SEPARATIONS  FROM  SERVICE  TO  INCLUDE  CERTAIN  IN- 
FORMATION. 

According  to  a  memorandum,  dated  August  23,  1923,  from  W.  A.  Jump, 
Administrative  Assistant,  Office  of  the  Secretary,  the  requirement  indi- 
cated in  Mr.  Harrison's  memorandum  of  February  10,   1919,  a^d  Mr.  Jump's 
memorandum  of  August  11,   1921,  in  respect  to  the  procurement  and  inclusion 
in  recommendations  for  separations  from  the  service  of  the  Department  of 
information  regarding  future  occupation  and  compensation  to  be  received  by 
the  employe  leaving  the  service,  must  still  be  complied  with.     The  infor- 
mation requested  is  regarded  as  important  data  especially  in  the  light  of 
the  present  status  of  salary  classification,  and  the  Secretary,  therefore, 
desires  such  information  included  in  recommendations  for  acceptance  of 
resignations  whenever  it  is  practicable  to  obtain  it.     It  is  recognized 
that  there  are  some  cases  where  employes  may  not  care  to  furnish  this  in- 
formation, or  for  business  reasons  an  employe  may  not  be  in  a  position  to 
tell  what  he  is  going  to  do  and  what  salary  he  is  to  receive.  However, 
considering  that  the  information  has  a  possible  important  bearing  on  the 
future  salary  situation  in  the  Government  service  and  definitely  affects 
the  welfare  of  the  department,  it  has  been  found  that  the  employe  is  will- 
ing to  give  the  information  except  where  some  special  circumstances  make, 
it  inadvisable  for  him  to  do  so.     The  information  should  be  included  in 
recommendations  for  acceptance  of  resignations,  therefore,  where  it  is 
practicable  to  obtain  it  and  where  the  information  is  not  available  a 
"statement  should  be  made  to  the  effect  that  the  employe  does  not  care  to 
give  the  information,  in  order  that  those  handling  such  recommendations  may 
know  that  the  matter  has  not  merely  been  overlooked. 

5  -     BUREAU  MAKES  MEAT  INSPECTION  FOR  "LEVIATHAN"  . 

At  the  request  of  Gibbs  Bros.,  operating  the  "Leviathan",   the  Live 
Stock,  Meat  and  Wool  Division  inaugurated  an  inspection  service  for  qual- 
ity and  grade  of  meat,  poultry,  fish  and  game  purchased  in  New  York  for 
consumption  on  this  ship. 
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6 .     PEANUT  HEARINGS  SUCCESSFUL,  MR .  YOHE  REPORTS. 

Hearings  on  the  tentative  regulations  for  the  storage  of  peanuts 
completed  at  Fort  Worth,  Tex.,  last  Saturday  were  very  successful,  ac- 
cording to  H .  S.  Yohe,  who  conducted  the  hearings.    Mr.  Yohe  returned  to 
the  office  this  morning,  while  Paul  M.  Williams,  who  assisted  at  the  heaj 
ings,  proceeded  to  points  in  Colorado  to  make  investigations  of  the  stor- 
age of  potatoes. 

Producers,  "bankers,  cleaners,  buyers,  warehousemen,  State  market- 
ing officials  and  representatives  of  producers1  organizations,  attended 
the  three  hearings,  and  suggested  but  few  changes  in  the  tentative  draft 
of  regulations.     It  is  expected  that  regulations  for  the  storage  of  pea- 
nuts under  the  warehouse  Act  will  be  issued  in  the  near  future. 


7.  DIVISION  ANNUAL  REPORTS  NOW  OVERDUE. 

Annual  reports  of  the  divisions  were  due  on  August  3^-    While  a 
large  number  of  these  have  been  submitted,  a  few  have  not  yet  been  re- 
ceived and  should  be  submitted  to  Miss  Clark  at  the  earliest  possible  date. 
These  reports  are  used  in  preparing  the  annual  report  of  the  Chief  of  the 
bureau,  and  in  furnishing  material  for  use  in  the  Secretary's  annual  re- 
port.    They  furnish  valuable  data  also  for  future  reference  purposes. 

8 .  CONNECTICUT  ASSOCIATION  APPROVES  TOBACCO  CP APES . 

Grades  for  Connecticut  cigar-leaf  tobacco,  recommended  by  E.  B. 
Wilkinson  on  his  recent  trip  to  Hartford,  have  been  approved  by  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  the  Connecticut  Valley  Tobacco  Association,  as  well  as 
by  the  General  Manager  and  President.    The  grades,  which  are  for  Connecti- 
cut Broadleaf  and  Connecticut  Havana  Seed  types  of  tobacco,  will  be  voted 
on  by  the  Board  of  Directors  in  the  near  future.

12.        EXPORT  STATISTICS  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES  AND  CANADA,  WITH  SPECIAL  REF- 
ERENCE TO  THE  EXPORTS  OF  WHEAT  AND  FLOUR  is  the  title  of  a  recent  report 
prepared  by  C.  L.  Luedtke,  Specialist  in  Foreign  Marketing.    This  report 
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contains  a  discussion  of  the  various  factors  that  enter  into  the  difference 
between  the  official  export  statistics  of  the  United  States  and  Canada  and 
the  actual  clearances  from  the  American  seaboard,  as  reported  in  Broomhall's 
Corn  Trade  News  (London),  during  the  period  from  July  1  to  December  31,  3-921, 
when  there  was  a  difference  of  approximately  3k,°00>c00  bushels.     The  method 
of  reporting  export  shipments  of  wheat  from  Canadian  lake  ports  in  the  offi- 
cial statistics  and  the  time  element  that  enters  into  the  exportation  of 
Canadian  grain  via  the  Great  Lakes  in  transit  to  the  Atlantic  seaboard  of 
the  United  States  was  found  to  be  one  of  the  chief  factors  responsible  for 
this  difference. 

13.        SOME  OF  THE  INFLUENCES  AFFECTING  CONSUMER  DEMAND  FOE  MILK  in  Metro- 
politan Boston,  are  set  forth  in  a  preliminary  report  just  issued  by  this 
bureau  in  cooperation  with  the  Massachusetts  Division  of  Markets.

The  enactment 
of  the  Cotton  Standards  Act  on  March  kf  1923,  greatly  increased  the 
demand  for  standards,  and  hence  the  Cotton  Division  has  been  unusually 
busy  during  the  last  few  months. 

In  order  to  facilitate  the  -work  of  the  preparation  of  standards, 
the  wool  standardization  laboratory,  which  adjoins  the  cotton  classification 
room,  on  the  eighth  floor  of  the  Bieber  Bldg.,  is  being  used  by  the  Cotton 
Division.    Every  effort  is  "being  made  by  the  bureau  to  provide  the  necessary 
additional  space  and  Trorkers  to  fill  the  orders  for  standards  which  continue 
to  come  in,  not  only  from  domestic  firms,  but  from  abroad. 

The  reviewing  committee  is  now  composed  of  six  specialists  in 
Cotton  Classing,  Messrs.  Agelasto  and  Butterworth  having  been  requested 
to  serve  in  this  capacity  until  the  pressure  for  standards  has  "been 
measurably  relieved.    The  reviewing  committee  is  aided  by  ten  assistants 
who  work  in  the  Bieber  Bldg.    The  standards  receive  their  preliminary 
preparation  at  the  hands  of  eight  assistants  in  the  Linworth  Street  Bldg. 

To  July  31,  73OO  boxes  representing  copies  of  individual  grades  had 
been  prepared.    Of  this  number  U7OO  boxes  had  "been  shipped.    With  the  in- 
crease in  the  final  reviewing  committee,  it  is  hoped  that  the  remaining 
orders  for  standards  may  be  filled  on  or  slightly  before  November  15. 


2.  WORD  FROM  MR.  TENNY. 


In  a  letter  to  the  Chief,  dated  Paris,  August  22,  Mr.  Tenny  says:  "It 
is  hopeless  to  tell  much  of  the  details  of  our  trip,  but  in  one  word  I  can 
give  you  perhaps  enough.    We  are  getting  what  we  came  for.    Liverpool,  Man- 
chester, Bremen,  Rotterdam  and  Havre  have  signed  the  agreement."    The  agree- 
ment refers  to  an  understanding  with  the  markets  in  question  for  the  adoption 
and  use  of  the  United  States  official  cotton  standards  as  the  universal 
standards  for  American  cotton. 

Mr.  Tenny  sailed  for  the  States  last  Thursday  on  the  President 
Harding.    Mr.  Palmer  will  spend  an  additional  two  weeks  conferring  with 
English  spinners. 

G.  T.  Willingmyre  writes  that  his  interviews  have  been  very  satisf actory 
and  that  he  will  return  with  what  he  came  for.    He  does  not  indicate  any  date 
of  sailing. 
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The  Sacramento  office  of  the  bureau,  including  clerks,  telegraphers, 
and  equipment,  was  moved  "bodily  to  the  grounds  of  the  California  State  Fair, 
held  at  Sacramento,  September  l-9»    A  temporary  leased  wire  was  installed 
at  the  grounds  for  the  receipt  of  market  news  on  fruits,  vegetables,  live 
stock,  meats  and  dairy  products.    Bulletins  to  the  extent  of  about  1000  a 
day  were  issued  from  the  fair  grounds.    Much  interest  was  displayed  by  the 
visiting  public  in  the  receipt  of  the  market  information  over  the  wires,  and 
in  mimeographing,  folding,  sealing  and  mailing  the  bulletins. 

Representatives  from  the  San  Francisco  office  of  the  bureau  spent 
the  three  opening  days  at  the  fair,  explaining  the  purposes  of  market 
information  and  the  methods  by  which  quick  dissemination  is  made  over  our 
leased  wire  circuits. 

k*    PREPARATION  OF  TELEGRAMS  FOR  SECRETARY"  S  SIGNATURE. 

Four  carbons  of  telegrams  prepared  for  the  Secretary's  signature 
are  now  required.    Three  of  these  and  the  ribbon  copy  are  transmitted 
to  the  Office  of  the  Secretary,  while  the  fourth  carbon  is  kept  on  file 
in  the  bureau  as  a  check  awaiting  the  receipt  of  the  stamped  file  copy. 

In  the  preparation  of  these  telegrams,  after  leaving  sufficient 
space  for  signature,  the  word  "Secretary"  only  should  be  used.    In  no 
case  should  the  name  of  the  Secretary  or  Acting  Secretary  be  written  in. 
Copies  of  telegrams  prepared  for  the  signature  of  the  Secretary  should 
not  be  mailed  or  referred  to  in  correspondence  until  the  Secretary  has 
actually  signed  the  telegram  and  the  stamped  copy  has  been  received  from 
the  department  telegraph  office.

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Agreements  to  establish  universal  standards  for  cotton  and  rules 
for  foreign  trade  in  cotton  under  these  standards  were  brought  back  from 
Europe  by  Lloyd  S.  Tenny,  Assistant  Chief,  who  returned  last  Saturday. 
The  Secretary  signed  the  agreements  immediately  upon  Mr.  Tenny' s  arrival 
in  Washington. 

Contracts  which  have  been  signed  are  with  the  following  associations: 
Liverpool  Cotton  Association,  Manchester  Cotton  Association,  The  Associa- 
tion of  Cotton,  Havre ,  Bremen  Cotton  Association,  Barcelona  Cotton  Associ- 
ation, and  Rotterdam  Cotton  Association.     The  agreements  with  the  Man- 
chester spinners,  the  Milan  Cotton  Association  and  the  Ghent  Cotton  Asso- 
ciation will  be  approved  as  soon  as  their  board  of  directors  meet. 

Final  approval  of  these  contracts  marks  a  successful  completion  of 
negotiations  begun  several  months  ago  when  the  application  of  the  Fulmer 
law  to  foreign  trade  in  cotton  was  first  taken  up  by  this  department  with 
members  of  the  American  cotton  trade  and  with  representatives  of  the  lead- 
ing foreign  cotton  associations.    After  several  conferences,  the  agreement 
to  adopt  American  standards  as  universal  standards,  with  a  few  minor 
changes,  was  reached.     It  was  also  agreed  that  final  arbitration  should  be 
made  at  foreign  markets  with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture. 

Europe  Approves  World  Standard. 

Universal  standards  are  meeting  with  unanimous  approval  of  the 
European  cotton  trade,  according  to  Mr.  Tenny.     The  trade,  from  importers 
to  spinners,  is  particularly  gratified  over  the  agreement  to  permit  Euro- 
pean arbitration  of  transactions  between  American  cotton  exporters  and 
European  buyers. 

Work  of  Cotton  Specialists  Praised. 

In  commenting  on  the  universal  standard  at  the  bureau  council  meet- 
ing yesterday  morning,  Mr.  Tenny  said:     "This  is  the  thing  that  Mr.  Meadows, 
Mr.  Morrill,  Mr.  Barbot  and  some  of  the  other  men  in  the  department  have 
been  working  on  for  a  number  of  years.     As  we  review  the  progress  that  has 
been  made,  I  think  we  can  congratulate  every  one  who  has  had  a  piece  of 
this  wprk  to  do.     Of  all  the  members  of  the  cotton  trade  I  met,  there  is 
not  one  who  did  not  appreciate  the  efforts  that  the  department  has  made 
over  a  period  of  years  to  obtain  what  is  now  in  sight.     There  were  no  sore 
spots  over  what  has  been  done  in  past  years,  and  this  leads  to  the  conclu- 
sion that  in  all  of  our  work  we  must  have  a  point  of  view  somewhat  ahead 
of  where  we  are  now." 
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General  Cotton  Situation . 

Discussing  the  general  cotton  situation  abroad,  Mr.  Tenny  stated 
that  the  European  cotton  trade  is  prepared  to  use  large  quantities  of  the 
fibre  under  satisfactory  price  conditions.     There  is  considerable  uncer- 
tainty in  the  trade,  however,  as  to  whether  the  combination  of  high  prices 
and  restricted  buying  of  consumers  may  not  have  the  effect  of  curtailing 
purchases  even  though  a  sufficient  quantity  is  available  to  meet  normal 
requirements. 

There  is  some  talk  in  the  trade  about  using  Indian  cotton  because 
of  lower  prices,  Mr.  Tenny  said.     Spinners  recognize,  however,   that  to  use 
the  short  staple  Indian  cotton,  extensive  readjustments  of  machinery  and 
plant  equipment  will  be  necessary,  and  they  are  reluctant  to  rake  such 
alterations  unless  the  supply  and  price  of  .American  cotton  make  the  move 
an  economic  necessity. 

Universal  Wool  Standard,  a  Possibility. 

G.  T.  Willingmyre ,  who  accompanied  Mr.  Tenny  to  England  to  continue 
the  study  of  wool  grades,  and  particularly  to  learn  more  about  the  English 
count  system,   is  getting  excellent  results,  according  to  Mr.  Tenny.  He 
said:     "Mr.  Willingmyre  was  conscious  of  the  fact  that  probably  the  mill 
interests  of  Bradford,  England,  were  not  in  agreement  on  their  own  count 
system.     So,  we  went  to  Bradford  with  the  idea  of  getting  from  the  six  or 
eight  leading  houses  their  idea  of  the  whole  scale  of  the  coarsest  to  fin- 
est wools.     We  found  it  was  not  possible  to  do  this,  as  the  firms  were 
skeptical,  about  allowing  us  to  go  into  their  mills  and  select  wools.  How- 
ever,  they  made  a  counter  suggestion  and  appointed  a  committee  of  the  wool 
trade  to  work  with  Mr.  Willingmyre  to  make  up  one  set  of  samples  to  repre- 
sent the  committee's  idea  of  the  coarsest  to  highest  degree  of  fineness  in 
wool.    After  two  weeks'  work  with  Mr.  Willingmyre,  a  composite  set  of 
samples  was  made  up,  and  Willingmyre  bought  a  new  suit  case,  insured  it 
and  sits  on  it  nights  to  make  sure  he  gets  the  samples  into  this  country 
intact. " 

General  Economic  Conditions  Abroad. 

General  economic  conditions  on  the  continent,  except  in  Germany, 
are  good,  Mr.  Tenny  stated.     Labor  is  working  full  time  in  Italy,  and 
there  is  little  idleness  in  France.     In  Germany,   the  Ruhr  question  and  de- 
preciated marks  are  growing  rapidly  more  acute.     American  dollars  are  the 
standard  currency  everywhere  on  the  continent  and  are  universally  used  in 
trade.    Mr    Tenny  pointed  out  that  when  he  arrived  in  England,   the  American 
dollar  was  worth  2,bC0,000  marks.     In  a  week  or  ten  days,   it  was  worth 
10,000,000  marks  and  the  day  after  he  left,   15,000,000  marks  could  be  pur- 
chased with  it. 
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"My  pride  in  the  bureau  has  been  strengthened  since  my  visit  to 
cur  foreign  offices"  Mr.  Tenny  remarked.    He  continued:     "Our  London 
office  had  just  moved  into  new  quarters.     Foley  was  away  but  later  I  hap- 
pened to  meet  him  in  Barcelona,  neither  one  of  us  expecting  to  see  the 
other.    The  office  in  London  is,  in  my  opinion,  very  efficiently  manned. 
The  assistant,  Mr.  Worth,  is  a  very  splendid  chap,  and  I  found  that  every 
one  from  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  some  from  the  Department  of 
Commerce  use  our  office  as  headquarters.     The  same  thing  is  developing  to 
as  large  an  extent  and  even  larger  in  Berlin.     I  found  a  splendid  office 
at  Berlin.    My  impression  of  Mr.  Squire  is  very  excellent.    He  is  very  much 
interested  in  the  work  and  very  active.    He  has  a  very  capable  assistant 
there.     They  were  anxious  for  me  to  stay  over  as  a  reunion  was  to  be  held 
the  week  after  I  left.    Mr.  Michael  was  expected,  and  Miss  Barnett,  Depart- 
ment Librarian,  was  there,  but  I  did  not  see  her. 

"My  impression  is  that  the  bureau  and  the  department,  through  our 
foreign  connections,  are  making  very  definite  steps  of  progress,  steps  in 
the  way  of  getting  next  tc  the  sources  of  supply  of  information,  which, of 
co-arse,  is  a  big  part  of  our  work." 

Crop  Reporting  Service  Highly  Appreciated  Abroad. 

"What  is  the  bureau  going  to  say  about  cotton  -  or  wheat?"  was 
frequently  asKed  Mr.  Tenny.     He  explained  that  that  is  the  universal  mode 
of  inquiring  about  our  crop  reports.     "Those  who  have  been  abroad  know  and 
really  appreciate  how  much  our  friends  across  the  water  depend  upon  our 
estimates  and  forecasts,"  Mr.  Tenny  said. 

Chief  Tells  Story. 

At  the  council  meeting,   the  Chief  stated  that  the  specific  purpose 
for  which  Mr.  Tenny  went  abroad  had  been  accomplished  and  apropos  of  this 
accomplishment  and  ability  to  concentrate,  he  told  the  following  story.  A 
lawyer  in  a  small  town  wanted  an  office  boy,   so  he  sent  word  to  the  school 
and  a  long  line  of  boys  came  seeking  the  position.     In  talking  with  a  group 
of  them  he  told  the  story  of  a  farmer  who  had  been  troubled  by  a  hawk  steal- 
ing his  chickens.     One  day  the  farmer  saw  the  hawk  sitting  on  a  stack  of 
hay  near  a  rail  fence.     He  got  his  gun  and  crept  along  the  fence  and  pulled 
the  trigger  on  the  hawk.     The  wadding  from  the  gun  carried  fire  to  the  hay 
stack,  and  as  the  hay  burned  the  farmer  did  not  ioiow  what  he  would  do  for 
hay.    At  this  point  the  lawyer  stopped  the  story.     One  bey  asked  how  far 
the  farmer  had  to  haul  the  hay,  another  as^ed  now  much  he  would  have  to 
haul,  another  asked  how  long  it  would  be  until  the  new  hay  would  be  along. 
Finally,  one  little  boy  asked  "Mister,  did  the  farmer  get  the  hawk?"  The 
lawyer  hired  that  boy  because,  as  he  said,  the  boy  could  keep  his  mind  on 
the  subject. 

Dr.  Taylor  said  Mr.  Tenny  got  the  hawk,   to  which  Mr.  Tenny  adaed 
that  the  "hawk"  died  happily. 
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2.  SECRETARY  LMDS  CHIEF  AND  ASSOCIATES. 

The  successful  termination  of  the  important  international  trade  ar- 
rangement with  reference  to  the  adoption  of  -universal  cotton  standards, 
brought  forth  the  following  statement  from  Secretary  Wallace: 

"Dr.  H.  C.  Taylor,  chi.ef  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics, 
Mr.  Tenny  and  their  associates  havd  handled  this  matter  in  a  way  altogether 
commendable.     It  was  a  delicate  situation  requiring  diplomacy  of  a  high 
order,  and  it  might  have  developed  into  a  very  unhappy  state  of  affairs. 
The  matter  has  been  concluded  in  a  way  that  seems  to  be  most  satisfactory 
both  to  our  own  cotton  people  and  to  our  foreign  customers.     The  standing 
of  American  cotton  grades  has  been  firmly  established  and  our  business  re- 
lations over  seas  have  been  much  strengthened.     I  am  greatly  pleased  over 
the  whole  matter." 

3.  MR.  ROTHROCK  TO  MAKE  STUDIES  ABROAD > 

Philip  Rothrock,  Grain  Supervisor  at  St.  Louis,  will  sail  on  the 
S.  S.  George  Washington  from  New  York  for  Plymouth,  England,  October  6. 
Mr  .  Rothrock  is  going  abroad  in  connection  with  the  work  of  enforcement  of 
the  United  States  grain  standards  Act,  and.  primarily  for  the  purpose  of 
examining  American  export  g:ain  as  it  arrives  at  European  ports.    He  will 
also  secure  first -hand  information  as  to  the  methods  of  discharging  and 
handling  American  grain  after  it  breaks  bulk  at  original  port  of  entry.  He 
will  visit  the  principal  ports  of  the  United  Kingdom  and  continental  Europe 
to  which  American  grain  may  be  shipped  this  year,  remaining  in  Europe  for 
seven  or  eight  months. 

Mr,  Rothrock  has  been  connected  with  the  grain  work  of  the  Depart- 
ment for  a.bout  fifteen  years  and  has  been  with  the  Grain  Division  in  active 
field  work  of  supervising  grain  inspection  pursuant  to  the  grain  standards 
Act  since  its  passage  in  19l6.     He  has  maintained  headquarters  at  St.  Louis 
in  the  capacity  of  division  supervisor  in  charge  of  the  Mississippi  Valley 
division,  which  includes  the  important  export  market,  New  Orleans. 

k.     BUREAU  COUNCIL  MEETINGS  RESUMED. 

Dr.  Taylor  has  announced  that  since  cooler  weather  is  here  that  Mon- 
day morning  meetings  will  be  resumed.    Yesterday  morning,  Mr.  Tenny,  whom 
the  Chief  characterized  as  "one  of  the  returning  wanderers, "  told  what  hap- 
pened while  he  was  in  Europe. 

Next  Monday,  each  division  leader,  in  a  one -minute  talk,  will  tell 
the  most  important  accomplishment  of  his  division  during  the  past  year. 

5 .     ANOTHER  LITE  STOCK  SURVEY  COMPLETED. 

Sale  prices  of  pure-bred  dairy  cattle  were  relatively  higher  in  1922 
than  for  any  other  class  of  pure -bred  animals,  according  to  a  recent  survey 
made  by  the  Division  of  Live  Stock,  Meats  and  Wool.    Reports  were  received 
on  7,597  animals  representing  five  breeds  as  follows:     2,79&  Hoi  stein, 
2, l60  Guernsey,   1,975  Jersey,  509  Ayrshire,  and  157  Brown  Swiss. 
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Although  it  is  stated  that  prices  were  not  high  compared  with  the 
peak  reached  in  1920,  the  averages  indicate  that  dairy  cattle  have  been 
produced  at  a  profit  to  the  dairymen.  Average  prices  received  by  breeds, 
including  all  ages  and  both  sexes  at  both  private  and  auction  sales  were: 
Guernsey,  $273.36;  Holstein,  $157.15;  Jersey,  $136.50;  Ayrshire,  $151.73, 
and  Brown  Swiss,  $123.53.  Of  the  7,597  animals  reported,  3,187  or  nearly 
one-half,  sold  at  a  price  above  $150. 

6 .     COST  OF  PHOTOSTATIC  PAPER  TO  BE  REDUCED . 

Effective  October  1,  large  photostatic  sheets  will  cost  2^  cents  a 
sheet  instead  of  32  cents  as  heretofore.     These  sheets  are  16  by  20  inches. 
Letter  size  sheets  will  be  6  cents  instead  of  8  cents. 

■7.    DEPARTMENT'  S  JURISDICTION  UNDER  CAPPER -VOL STEAD  ACT  RECOGNIZED. 

The  press  statement  released  by  the  Department  of  Justice  September 
12,  concerning  the  Sunmaid  Raisin  Growers  Association  case,  is  more  sig- 
nificant than  it  may  appear  to  be  on  first  reading.      The  significant  part 
of  this  statement,  it  is  pointed  out,  is  that  the  Department  of  Justice 
recognizes  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  in  the  matter 
of  farmers'  cooperative  associations  under  the  Capper-Volstead  Act  passed 
by  Congress  last  summer. 

The  announcement  by  the  Department  of  Justice  clears  the  atmosphere, 
and  commodity  cooperatives  can  go  right  ahead  under  the  cooperative  act  ad- 
ministered by  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 

Reorganization  of  the  raisin  growers  cooperative  association  of  Cali- 
fornia has  been  approved  by  the  Secretary  under  the  authority  of  the  Capper- 
Volstead  Cooperative  Marketing  Act.    No  further  investigation  of  the  old 
raisin  growers  association  will  be  made  by  the  Department  of  Justice  accord- 
ing to  its  statement  of  September  12  as  follows: 

"The  Department  of  Justice  has  been  looking  into  the 
question  of  whether  the  provisions  of  the  consent  decree  of 
the  old  Raisin  Growers  Association  in  California  have  been 
complied  with.     The  result  of  these  investigations  show  that 
nothing  has  been  or  is  being  done  that  cannot  be  adjusted  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Department  of  Justice  and  the  raisin 
growers  in  California.    Mr.  Riter,  Assistant  Attorney  General, 
has  gone  to  California  to  take  up  certain  government  cases 
there  but  will  not  make  an  investigation  of  the  old  Raisin 
Growers  Association,  as  reported,  because  no  further  investi- 
gation is  deemed  necessary. 

"The  new  Raisin  Growers  Association,  organized  under 
the  Capper -To 1  stead  Cooperative  Association  Act,  will  come 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  it 
was  learned  that  the  old  Association  will  go  out  of  existence 
as  quickly  as  the  same  can  be  accomplished." 
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3.    ROUTING  OF  FORM  Ufa.  " 

In  order  to  expedite  the  issuance  of  transportation  requests  for  use 
of  employes  under  the  terms  of  a  letter  of  authorization  previously  issued, 
it  will  be  unnecessary  in  the  future  to  route  Form  104,  requesting  trans- 
portation requests  only,  through  the  Office  of  the  Chief  of  Bureau  for  ap- 
proval, W.  A.  Schoenfeld  advises  division  leaders  in  a  memorandum  dated 
September  11.    Where  Form  104  requires  the  issuance  of  letter  of  authoriza- 
tion or  allotment,  as  well  as  transportation  requests,  the  form  should  fol- 
low the  present  channel  through  the  Office  of  the  Chief  for  approval.  Be- 
cause of  the  amendment  of  the  procedure  of  routing  this  form,  divisions 
should  not  attempt  to  procure  transportation  requests  in  advance  of  the  ap- 
proval of  authority  for  travel. 

In  procuring  appointment  actions,  Form  104  should  be  prepared,  both 
copies  signed  and  forwarded  direct  to  the  Personnel  Officer,  who  will  pre- 
pare the  necessary  appointment  papers  for  the  signature  of  the  Chief  of 
Bureau.     These  papers  with  both  copies  of  Form  104  will  go  forward  to  the 
Office  of  the  Chief.    Upon  approval  of  the  recommendation  by  the  Chief,  all 
papers  will  be  returned  to  the  Personnel  Officer  who  will  retain  one  copy 
of  Form  104  with  the  personnel  record  and  forward  the  other  copy  to  the 
Accounting  Office.

2.     REORGANIZATION  IN  EXECUTIVE  OFFICE  ANNOUNCED. 

The  Chief  makes  the  following  announcement  regarding  changes  to  be  made 
in  the  plan  of  operating  the  business  end  of  the  bureau: 

"The  work  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  is  essentially 
scientific  and  falls  naturally  into  four  major  divisions:  research, 
extension,  service  and  regulatory. 

"Having  in  mind  the  development  of  a  bureau  that  is  performing 
its  functions  in  the  most  economic  and  effective  manner  possible,  I  am 
making  several  important  changes  in  the  plan  of  operating  the  business 
end  of  the  bureau. 

"C.  17.  Kitchen  will  become  a  part  of  the  administrative  office 
of  the  bureau  with  the  title  of  Business  Manager.     Mr.  Kitchen's  duties 
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will  be  those  implied  by  the  title.     Further  detailed  announcements  of 
Mr.  Kitchen's  duties  and  the  relationship  with  individual  divisions  or 
sections  will  be  made  from  time  to  time.     Mr.  Kitchen  will  remain 
Superintendent  of  Center  Market  and  will  act  in  that  capacity  on  all 
matters  of  policy.     C.  H.  Walleigh  will  be  appointed  Assistant  Super- 
intendent of  Center  Market  and  will  handle  such  matters  as  the  Super- 
intendent designates.     Mr.  Kitchen's  office  will  be  on  the  seventh 
floor  of  the  Bieber  Building. 

"On  account  of  the  importance  of  the  reclassification  work  affect- 
ing the  bureau,  the  Personnel  Section  will  be  enlarged  as  a  part  of  the 
Executive  Office  to  include  all  matters  of  reclassification  and  personnel 
and  I  am  asking  F.  J,  Hughes  to  assume  the  responsibility  of  this  work. 
He  will  act  as  contact  officer  for  the  bureau  with  the  Reclassification 
Committees  and  Boards.  A.  F.  Krueger  will  remain  in  the  Personnel 
Section  as  Mr.  Hughes'  Assistant. 

"H.  F.  Fitts,  as  Assistant  to  the  Chief,  will  occupy  the  desk 
in  the  Chief's  Office,  vacated  by  Mr.  Hughes,  handling  the  contacts  there 
in  addition  to  his  work  in  regulatory  matters.     Those  duties  which  Mr. 
Fitts  has  been  handling  temporarily  relating  to  the  business  administra- 
tion of  the  bureau  will  be  taken  over  by  Mr.  Kitchen. 

"These  changes  will  become  effective  on  October  1." 

3«    MjjU  SCHOENFELD  DESIGNATED  ASSISTANT  CHIEF. 

The  title  of  W.  A.   Schoenfeld  has  been  changed  from  Director  of  Market- 
ing Research  to  Assistant  Chief.     This  new  designation  gives  the  bureau  two 
Assistant  Chiefs. 

Mr.  Schoenfeld  will  assist  the  Chief  in  developing  the  research  and 
extension  work  of  the  3jureau. 

Mr.  Tenny  ^7ill  continue  to  assist  the  Chief  in  handling  the  service 
and  regulatory  work. 

k.     MR.   GENUNG  REPORTS  ON  CONDITIONS  IN  EASTERN  STATES. 

A.  B.  Genung,  Economist,  who  has  just  returned  from  a  two-weeks  tour 
of  New  England,  New  York  and  Pennsylvania,  forecasts  a  good  fall  demand  in  the 
Eastern  States  for  farm  products. 

"Industrial  wages  are  high  and  labor  is  fully  employed  except  in  a 
few  cotton  mills,"  Mr.  Genung  says.     "The  high  purchasing  power  of  consumers 
has  tended  to  increase  prices  of  farm  products,  thus  furnishing  some  offset 
to  a  bad  crop  season. 

"The  farm  labor  shortage  continues,  and  farmers  have  returned  to  the 
old  system  of  'exchanging  work',   that  is,  helping  one  another  with  farm  work* 
Evidence  of  the  drift  of  farm  workers  to  cities  is  on  every  hand." 

5*     BOSTON  WOOL  RE FORT  NOW  BEING  ISSUED. 

A  news  service  on  wool,  covering  primarily  the  Boston  market,  has  been 
inaugurated  by  the  Division  of  Live  Stock,  Meats  and  Wool,  with  the  release  of 
the  first  report  for  the  week  ending  September  20.     Weekly  reports  will  be 
issued  and  these  will  carry  several  paragraphs  of  timely  market  comment, 
detailed  quotations  on  important  grades  of  domestic  and  foreign  wool,  tops, 
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noils  and  mohair,  and  tabulations  of  the  imports  of  wool  at  the  ports  of 
Boston  and  Philadelphia. 

This  weekly  review  will  be  issued  In  mimeographed  form  from  the  Boston 
office,  room  703,  Appraisers  Stores  Aii'iding,  and  may  be  had  upon  application 
to  that  office.     W.  E.  Pcble,  who  has  been  in  Boston  for  several- weeks  laying 
the  ground  work  for  this  newly  instituted  market  service,   is  reporting  the 
Boston  market  and  issuing  the  report. 

It  is  likely  that  during  the  months  of  greater  activity  in  the  market- 
ing of  the  domestic  clip,  information  gathered  at  the  sea-boards  markets  will 
be  made  available  promptly  in  the  producing  sections  while  reports  from  the 
producing  sections  will  be  transmitted  for  early  release  in  the  markets.  It 
is  planned  to  issue  occasional  press  releases,  and  as  the  work  develops  other 
means  of  dissemination  will  be  employed. 

o.     REMOTE  CONTROL  RADIO  STATION  INSTALLED  IN  BIEBER  BUILDING. 

Broadcasting  of  market  news  reports  by  radio  telegraph  through  the 
Arlington  station  is  now  done  direct  from  the  Bieber  Building.     This  new 
service  is  designed  to  speed  up  the  dispatching  of  the  reports  and  is  the 
result  of  cooperative  arrangements  made  with  the  Navy  Department  by  J.  C. 
Gilbert.     The  bureau  now  has  two  remote  control  stations.     The  radio  tele- 
phone station  is  located  in  room  70U,  and  the  telegraph  station  in  room  711, 
Bieber  Building. 

A  similar  remote  control  station  recently  was  established  in  the 
San  Francisco  office  of  .the  bureau  for  the  broadcasting  of  market  advices 
by  radio  telegraph  through  the  Navy  station  at  San  Francisco.     The  New  Orleans 
and  Great  Lakes  stations  of  the  Navy  7>  :a:~  &;e'nt  broadcast  agricultural  reports 
received  from  the  bureau  offices  at  New  Orleans  and  Chicago  respectively, 

Reuorts  distributed  by  our  Rochester  office  are  now  based  upon  messages 
broadcast  by  the  Arlington  station.     The  Los  Angeles  office  bases  its  reports 
on  information  broadcast  from  San  Francisco.  A  similar,  arrangement  is  to  be 
Sftds  at  Portland,  0*». 

The  'broadcasting  of  market  news  from  the  four  long  wave,  high  powered 
stations  of  the  Navy  makes  it  possible  for  radio  operators  virtually  anywhe re 
in  this  country  to  receive  up  to  the  minute  agricultural  reoorts. 

7-     TSNTATIl/E  G FADES  FOR  FARMERS'  STOCK  ".'HITS  SPANISH  PEANUTS  ISSUED. 

Tentative  grades  for  Farmers'  Stock  wliite  Spanish  Peanuts  have  been 
issued  by  the  Warehouse  Division  under  authority  contained  in  the  warehouse 
Act.     The  grades  are  known  as  U.   S.  No.  1,  U.   S.  No.  2,  U.   S.  No.  3  and 
Sample  Grade.     Specifications  are  now  being  mimeographed  and  copies  may  be 
obtained  from  the  Warehouse  Division. 

S.     EXPERIMENTS  IN  PHOTOGRAPHING  ACREAGES  ARE  ENCOURAGING. 

Photographs  of  crop  acreages  taken  on  recent  airplane  flights  from 
Talluladi,  La.  are  good  and  this  method  of  estimating  acreages  is  very 
promising,  according  to  Charles  E.  Gage  and  K.  3.  Gardner  who  conducted  the 
experiments.  At  elevations  of  U000  to  5000  feet,   these  specialists  report  they 
were  able  to  distinguish  cotton,  corn,  hay  and  pasture  land,  and  even  at  7000 
feet  most  fields  could  be  identified.     By  knowing  the  altitute  at  which  photo- 
graphs are  taken  and  the  focal  length  of  the  camera,  and  with  the  aid  of  a 
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planimeter,  which  measures  in  hundreths  of  an  inch  the  area  photographed, 
they  are  able  to  calculate  crop  acreages.     In  a  three  hours'  flight  it  was 
possible  to  observe  U00  to  500  square  miles  of  crops.     In  commenting  on  these 
experiments,  Mr,  Gage  said: 

"The  possible  application  of  aerial  photography  to  acreage  estimating 
is  of  interest  from  several  standpoints.     First  and  most  important,  is  the 
fact  that  the  lens  has  no  personal  bias.     It  records  the  facts  presented  to  it, 
without  recourse  to  a  more  or  less  fickle  memory  and  without  prejudice.  The 
lens  is  not  concerned  with  the  future  course  of  prices  of  the  possible  effect 
of  its  verdict  on  those  prices,  nor  is  it  hampered  by  any  unconscious  tendency 
to  over- or  under- state  the  facts.    Whatever  information  it  may  be  found 
practicable  to  obtain  with  the  camera  therefore  may  be  considered  free  from 
that  troublesome  factor  known  to  the  statistician  as  'bias1. 

"Of  equal  importance  is  the  rapidity  with  trfcich  a  photographic  'sample* 
may  be  taken.    Modern  air  craft  cameras  take  films  in  rolls  of  75  feet.  Flight 
is  maintained  at  80  to  100  miles  per  hour,  so  that  in  a  relatively  short  space 
of  time  a  State  may  be  photographed  in  cross-section,  the  width  of  the  cross- 
sectional  view  depending  upon  the  focal  length  of  the  camera  and  the  altitude 
maintained.     These  same  factors,  likewise,  determine  the  scale  upon  v/hich 
fields  are  shown  and  which  must  be  used  in  computing  areas. 

"It  is  not  considered  that  this  procedure  can  be  utilized  otherwise 
than  as  a  check  upon  existing  methods  of  making  acreage  determinations,  Further 
experimental  work  will  be  based  upon  the  assumption  or  hypothesis  that  acreage 
ratios  based  upon  several  cross-sectional  records  of  a  State  will  provide 
accurate  ratios  for  the  whole  State,  and  that  similar  records  made  as  nearly 
as  possible  over  the  same  routes  in  succeeding  years  will  afford  sensitive 
indicators  of  the  acreage  trends,  upward  or  downward,  of  specific  crops;  or, 
in  other  words,  of  the  extent  to  which  farms  shift  from  one  crop  to  another  in 
response  to  changing  economic  conditions. 

"It  yet  remains  to  be  determined  whether  this  idea  is  capable  of 
practical  utilization.  The  only  crops  thus  far  experimented  on  are  cotton, 
corn  and  hay.  They  are  easily  recognizable  in  photographs  taken  at  2500  to 
UOOO  feet,  and  fairly  so  up  to  7000.  The  pictures  were  made  too  late  this 
year  for  best  results.  They  were  also  made  under  unfavorable  conditions  as 
to  haze,  stray  clouds,  etc.,  but  in  spite  of  these  handicaps  the  results  so 
far  are  distinctly  encouraging," 

9.     FIELD  WORK  IN  NORTHERN  GREAT  PLAINS  LAND  STUDY  COMPLETED, 

E.  0.  Wooton,  of  the  Division  of  Land  Economics,  returned  to  Washington 
on  September  19  after  the  completion  of  field  work  which  constituted  a  part  of 
a  farm  organization  and  land  utilization  study  in  the  northern  Great  Plains 
region.    This  study  is  being  carried  on  cooperatively  by  the  Divisions  of  Land 
Economics  and  Farm  Management  and  the  agricultural  colleges  of  the  States  of 
Montana,  North  Dakota,  South  Dakota,  Colorado,  and  Kansas. 

Mr.  Wooton  was  in  charge  01*  the  parties  that  did  part  of  the  field 
work  in  Montana  and  that  in  eastern  Colorado  and  western  Kansas.    He  reports 
the  successful  accomplishment  of  the  work  planned,  which  was  in  large  measure 
due  to  preliminary  arrangements  made  by  the  agricultural  college  men. 

It  will  be  of  interest  to  members  of  the  Office  of  Farm  Management  to 
know  that  L.  A.  Moorhouse  and  Thomas  Summers,  in  Colorado,  and  Rex  Willard,  in 
North  Dakota,  all  formerly  members  of  that  office,  were  acting  as  the  respective 
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college  officials  with  these  field  parties.    Mr.  Wooton  reports  that  they 
are  the  same  companionable  workers  as  of  yore  and  the  larger  opportunities 
and  responsibilities  which  have  come  to  them,  have  only  made  them  more  ef- 
ficient and  resourceful  cooperators.     It  is  planned  to  get  out  short  pre- 
liminary reports  on  each  of  the  areas  visited  in  the  near  future  and  later 
issue  a  summary  of  the  whole  problem. 

10.    COOPERATION  WITH  EDITORIAL  OFFICE  IS  ASKED. 

Time  required  for  handling  manuscripts  can  be  materially  shortened 
if  authors  in  the  bureau  will  cooperate  "to  the  utmost  with  the  editorial 
workers.    A  memorandum  just  received  from  L.  J.  Haynes,  Acting  Assistant  in 
Charge  of  the  Office  of  Publications,  reads: 

"I  find  that  it  requires  from  one  to  tv/o  months 
from  the  time  manuscripts  are  sent  by  the  transmitting 
bureau  until  they  are  ready  to  go  to-  the  printer.  This 
period  could  be  shortened  materially  if  one  or  two  carbon 
copies  were  furnished  for  examination  by  bureaus  that  ask 
for  it.    Furthermore,  if  every  bureau  v/ould  comply  with 
Sec.  C,  Par.  l6g,  of  the  Administrative  Regulations  and 
return  manuscripts  within  three  days  it  would  greatly 
shorten  the  time  now  required  for  examination.  From 
three  to  five  bureaus  commonly  ask  to  read  the  same 
manuscript  and  such  references  take  from  ten  days  to  three 
weeks  if  every  bureau  observes  the  three-day  limit.  But 
where,  as  too  frequently  occurs,  one  off  "'more  bureaus  hold 
the  manuscript  from  one  to  three  weeks  without  further 
request  or  explanation  publication  is  unduly  delayed. 

"The  Office  of  Editorial  Work  is  concerned  in 
preparing  and  sending  manuscripts  to  the  printer  as 
speedily  as  possible.     If  the  cooperation  I  ask  is  given 
the  time  required  for  handling  manuscripts  can  be  materially 
shortened.  B 

Therefore,  when  practicable,  authors  should  submit  with  original 
manuscript,  two  carbon  copies  that  agree  with  the  original. 

11.    AT  THE  BUREAU  COUNCIL. 

At  the  council  meeting  yesterday  morning,  Mr.  Tenny,  Acting  Chief, 
called  upon  division  leaders  to  tell  in  three  minutes  the  outstanding  ac- 
complishment of  the  past  year  in  each  field  of  work  and  to  state  what  they 
had  in  mind  for  the  coming  year. 

H.  J.  Besley,  in  charge  of  the  Grain  Division,  was  the  first  called 
upon.    Mr.  Besley  stated  that  the  principal  development  in  grain  regulatory 
work  had  to  do  with  the  exportation  of  grain.    Because  of  many  complaints 
received  from  abroad  about  American  grain,  a  study  of  American  export  grain 
as  it  arrives  in  Europe  will  be  made.     This  study  may  be  extended  to  include 
the  orient. 

The  outstanding  accomplishment  in  the  Center  Market  project,  according 
to  C.  W„  Kitchen,  was  the  effective  operation  of  the  business  at  a  fairly 
satisfactory  financial  return.    The  greatest  need  for  improvement  is  the 
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modernising  of  the  market  stands.    A  start  has  been  made  in  this  direction 
and  the  work  will  be  carried  on  as  rapidly  as  funds  permit.     Mr.  Kitchen 
stated  that  last  year  the  receipts  were  practically  $2^3,000,  against  ex- 
penditures of  about  $162,000.     In  other  words,  approximately  $80,000  or  a 
return  of  about  S  1/2$  on  the  investment  was  turned  into  the  Treasury* 

Inauguration  of  reports  on  intentions  to  plant  and  the  expansion 
of  the  live  stock  reporting  service,  including  the  semi-annual  pig  survey, 
are  among  the  conspicuous  features  of  last  year's  work  of  the  Division 
of  Crop  Estimates,  V/.  F.  Callander  stated.     A  research  section  which  has 
begun  a  complete  revision  of  the  estimates  of  acreage,  yield  and  production 
from  188b  to  date,  has  been  established,  and  new  methods  of  estimating 
acreage  have  been  discovered. 

The  establishment  of  a  statistical  concept  of  farm  population  has  had 
the  most  far-reaching  result  in  the  work  of  which  Dr.  C.  J.  Galpin  is  in 
charge.    Dr.  G-alpin  said:   "The  real  achievement  came  two  months  ago  when 
the  advisory  committee  of  economists  and  the  Director  of  the  Census  agreed  to 
incorporate  in  a  monograph  on  farm  population,  a  very  detailed  analysis  of 
farm  population  of  eight  counties  scattered  widely  over  the  United  States, 
which  we  had  been  two  years  in  making.  11    The  location  of  the  current  of  popu- 
lation from  farm  to  city  in  the  United  States  will  be  the  next  major  step  in 
the  Division  of  Rural  Life  and  Farm  Population, 

Effective  campaigns  to  sell  the  warehouse  Act,  particularly  to  bankers, 
has  resulted  in  the  licensing  of  warehouses  with  capacities  of  2,000,000  bales 
of  cotton,  about  26,000,000  bushels  of  grain,  about  one-sixth  of  the  wool  clip 
of  the  country,  and  230,000,000  pounds  of  tobacco,  H.   S.  Yohe  stated.  The 
licensing  of  warehouses  to  store  other  products  is  nov.r  receiving  consideration. 
Regulations  for  the  storage  of  peanuts  will  be  issued  in  the  immediate  future, 
and  potatoes  may  be  taken  care  of  before  the  year  is  out.     Eeans,  rice,  and 
even  cold  storage  products  may  be  stored  in  Federally  licensed  warehouses 
in  the  not  distant  future. 

How  can  adjustments  in  farming  bo  made  to  enable  farmers  to  take 
advantage  of  changing  prices  and  changing  costs  is  the  question  with  which 
the  Cost  of  Production  Division  has  concerned  itself,  H.  R.  Tolley  told  the 
council.    A  study  of  agricultural  production  around  cities  has  been  conducted 
by  this  division  in  cooperation  with  W.  A.  Schoenfeld. 

Collecting  and  compiling  information  on  cooperative  associations  in 
the  United  States,  and  the  use  of  these  data  for  more  complete  studies  of 
the  older  and  more  successful  organizations,  are  the  salient  features  of  the 
work  of  the  Division  of  Agricultural  Cooperation,  according  to  A,  Y»\  McKay. 
Some  study  of  the  cooperative  movement  in  foreign  countries  has  also  been 
made.     Next  year,  Mr.  McKay  said,  the  studies  of  cooperation  will  be  continued, 
and  in  addition  it  is  planned  to  strengthen  our  connection  with  State  bureaus 
of  markets,  extension  officials,  and  organizers  of  cooperative  associations 
so  that  information  gathered  may  become  more  directly  useful.     Special  reports 
by  commodities  at  the  end  of  crop  or  calendar  years,  giving  the  progress  in 
cooperative  marketing  for  those  commodities  in  the  larger  producing  centers, 
are  to  be  issued. 

The  partial  conclusion  of  the  study  of  methods  of  measuring  some  of 
the  forces  affecting  land  values,  is  to  Dr.  L.  C.  Gray's  mind,  one  of  the  most 
important  accomplishments  of  his  division  during  the  past  year.  Measuring  the 
demands  for  land  of  different  kinds  and  relating  those  demands  to  the  avail- 
able supply  now  in  use  and  capable  of  being  put  into  use  has  been  the  task 
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of  the  departmental  committee  on  land  utilization  of  which  Dr.  Gray  is 
chairman.    A  report  containing  not  only  a  statement  of  facts,  so  far  as 
they  could  be  ascertained,  hut  some  suggestion  for  a  policy  has  been  sub- 
mitted to  the  Secretary. 

W.  R.  Meadows  stated  that  unquestionably  the  outstanding  achievement 
of  the  past  year  in  the  work  of  the  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing  was  the 
passage  by  Congress  of  the  Cotton  Standards  Act,  which  was  written  by  mem- 
bers of  the  Cotton  Division  at  the  request  of  Representative  H.  P.  Fulmer. 
The  first  important  result  accomplished  through  the  passage  of  this  law  has 
been  the  establishment  of  universal  standards  for  American  cotton.  The 
classification  of  cotton  for  farmers  and  others  having  a  financial  interest 
therein,  and  the  licensing  of  cotton  classers  are  other  important  features 
of  the  work  under  the  Act.     Turning  to  the  future,  Mr.  Meadows  pointed  out 
that  the  administration  of  the  Act  must  be  systematized  and  developed,  and 
with  the  adoption  of  the  universal  standards,  unusually  heavy  orders  for  the 
standards  must  be  filled. 

The  shipping -point  inspection  game  was  the  prominent  activity  of  the 
Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division,  Robert  Bier  told  the  council.    During  the  past 
year,  he  said,  there  have  been  73,000  cars  of  fruits  and  vegetables  inspected 
and  approximately  one-quarter  of  a  million  dollars  in  fees  collected,  with- 
out an  additional  cent  of  appropriation  from  Congress.    Eighteen  cooperative 
agreements  were  carried  out  with  the  different  States  last  year.  Another 
activity  which  has  arisen  out  of  the  inspection  and  shipping -point  work  has 
been  the  f.o.b.  auction,  by  which  a  car  is  sold  at  shipping  point  and  the 
money  returned  to  the  grower  within  forty-eight  hours  of  the  time  the  car 
left  the  shipping  point,  without  the  buyer  seeing  the  sample.  Cooperative 
agreements  have  already  been  entered  into  with  2U  States  for  work  during  the 
coming  year,  Mr.  Bier  said,  and  since  the  council  meeting,  Nebraska  has 
"signed  up,"  making  the  total  25-    Licenses  have  been  issued  to  600  appli- 
cants.    If  this  continues  at  the  same  rate  during  the  rest  of  the  year,  Mr. 
Bier  stated  we  will  have  licensed  1200  men  to  issue  certificates  at  shipping 
point.     This  will  probably  mean  inspection  of  200,000  cars  and  the  collec- 
tion of  nearly  one  million  dollars  in  fees. 

The  outstanding  feature  of  the  work  of  the  Library  during  the  past 
year,  Miss  Mary  G-.  Lacy  stated,  lias  been  the  consolidation  of  the  three  col- 
lections, Markets,  Crop  Estimates,  and  Farm  Management  and  Farm  Economics. 
One  bibliography  -  "Sources  of  Current  Prices"  -  has  been  issued  and  it  is 
one  of  a  series  of  similar  source  books  to  be  compiled.    Plans  are  now  being 
made  to  add  to  the  force  a  person  particularly  qualified  to  go  into  foreign 
statistics  in  the  Romance  languages.    Within  a  year,  Miss  Lacy  hopes  to  have 
an  assistant  to  handle  the  Slav  languages. 

The  development  of  the  news  service  work  on  dairy  and  poultry  products 
was  the  major  activity  of  the  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products,  ac- 
cording to  R.  C.  Pots.    The  perfection  and  conduct  of  this  service  on  such 
a  basis  that  its  usefulness  and  value  will  increase  from  year  to  year  has 
been  the  aim  of  that  division.    Butter  inspection  service  has  become  more 
popular  during  the  past  year  as  is  shown  by  the  greater  number  of  inspections 
made  and  the  larger  amount  of  fees  collected. 

The  piece  of  work  on  which  the  Division  of  Agricultural  Finance  prides 
itself  is  its  contribution  toward  the  drafting  and  the  enactment  of  the  Agri- 
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Cultural  Credits  Act  of  1923,  V.  N.  Valgren  stated.    After  calling  atten- 
tion to  the  more  salient  provisions  of  the  Act,  Mr.  Valgren  pointed  out 
that  the  second  most  important  achievement  of  his  division  is  its  contri- 
bution to  the  solution  of  the  problem  of  crop  insurance  for  the  farmer. 
A  study  of  commodity  financing  has  "been  undertaken  and  will  he  continued, 
and  a  study  of  taxation  is  also  in  progress. 

Owing  to  the  expiration  of  the  council  hour,  all  division  leaders 
were  not  afforded  a  chance  to  report.    Next  Monday  the  three-minute  talks 
will  "be  continued,  and  in  addition,  W.  A.  Schoenfeld  will  outline,  from 
his  point  of  view,  some  of  the  problems  connected  with  the  research  work 
of  the  bureau. 

12.  ASSISTANT  AND  JUNIOR  AGRICULTURAL  STATISTICIAN  EXAMINATIONS  ANNOUNCED . 

Open  competitive  examinations  for  Assistant  Agricultural  Statisti- 
cian, $2,U00-$3,000  a  year,  and  Junior  Agricultural  Statistician,  $1,800- 
$2,U00  a  year,  have  been  announced  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission  to  be 
held  October  17-     Competitors  will  be  rated  on  general  agriculture,  sta- 
tistical calculations  and  methods  and  on  education,  experience  and  fitness. 

The  duties  of  Assistant  Agricultural  Statistician  are,  under  general 
direction,  to  plan  and  carry  out  minor  statistical  investigations  involving 
the  use  of  technical  statistical  methods,  also  to  study  and  investigate 
problems  of  crop  and  live  stock  acreage,  production,  prices,  movements  and 
damage.    The  duties  of  Junior  Agricultural  Statistician  are,  under  direct 
supervision,  to  assist  in  gathering,  compiling,  editing,  and  computing 
statistics,  and  to  perform  analytical  work  such  as  making  index  numbers  and 
computing  coefficients  of  correlation.

One  set  of  grades,  agreed  upon  and  prepared  by  the  Bradford  mill 
interests  and  the  British  Wool  Federation  as  representative  of  the 
English  wool  standa-rdo  was  "brought  hack  by  G.  I.  Willingmyre  when  he 
returned  to  the  office  last  Wednesday  after  a  two-months1  study  abroad* 
This  composite  set  of  samples  is  based  on  the  English  count  system  and 
represents  the  average  Bradford  quality  of  diameter  of  fiber. 

It  is  planned  to  prepare  additional  sets  based  upon  the  samples 
approved  by  British  wool  authorities  and  have  these  sets  passed  upon  by 
representatives  of  other  government  departments  and  the  American  trade. 
Later,  the  British  samples  will  be  correlated  with  the  United  States 
official  standards. 

In  commenting  upon  the  negotiations  made  with  the  Department  of 
Industries  and  Manufactures  of  Great  Britain,  Mr.  Willingrayre  said:  "This 
is  the  first  step  in  a  series  of  negotiations  that  it  is  hoped  will  result 
in  the  establishment  of  a  uniform  standard  applicable  everywhere  through- 
out the  world.    Although  at  the  present  time  the  standards  used  by  many 
of  the  Bradford  mills  do  not  agree,  leading  wool  men  in  England  are  convinced 
of  the  need  of  universal  standards  and  a  sincere  effort  will  be  made  first 
to  induce  the  trade  to  deal  on  the  basis  of  a  single  set  of  grades  that 
represents  their  composite  ideas.     It  will  then  be  comparatively  simple 
to  correlate  the  American  grades  with  the  English  grades,  so  that  when  an 
American  buyer  orders  wool  from  an  English  house  he  can  know  precisely  the 
kind  of  wool  that  will  be  delivered,"

6.    ALTOONA  SURVEY  ALMOST  COMPLETED, 

Dairying,  poultry  raising,  and  potato  growing  are  the  most 
profitable  enterprises  in  the  agricultural  section  surrounding  Altoona, 
Pa,,  according  to  the  survey  this  bureau  is  making  in  cooperation  with 
the  State  Bureau  of  Markets,  the  Pennsylvania  State  College,  and  the 
Blair  County  Farm  Bureau.    The  purpose  is  to  determine  to  what  extent 
local  farmers  are  meeting  the  consumptive  demands  of  the  Altoona  district. 

The  survey  thus  far  shows  that  last  year  Blair  County  produced  over 
51,000,000  pounds  of  whole  milk,  nearly  200,000  bushels  of  potatoes, 
about  20,000  crates  of  eggs,  and  200,000  pounds  of  poultry.    This,  how- 
ever, was  less  than  10%  of  the  eggs,  less  than  12$  of  the  potatoes,  and 
less  than  22%  of  the  dressed  poultry  used  in  the  Altoona  consuming  district. 

\7hen  the  analysis  is  completed,  it  is  planned  to  inform  producers 
of  the  extent  to  which  they  are  failing  to  meet  the  demands.  Producers 
will  also  be  advised  of  the  advantages,  to  the  amount  of  transportation 
costs  at  least,  which  they  have  over  the  farmers  in  the  areas  which  are 
at  present  called  upon  to  produce  this  city's  food  supply.     In  the  case 
of  potatoes,   the  transportation  costs  range  from  15  to  kO  cents  per  bushel 
on  the  carloads  that  were  required  to  meet  the  deficit  in  Altoona  between 
September  1922  and  May  1Q23 «    A  thorough  study  of  the  marketing  machinery 
is  being  made  and  the  report  will  recommend  needed  improvements,
